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The year 1975 brought many and varied activities to the 
Board of Selectmen. Some of these activities were of a routine 
type, but there were many which were new, or unique, in nature. 
Among these were the insurance study undertaken for the town by 
Kevin F. Donoghue and Associates and its implementation, the 
adoption of pedestrian regulations, acceptance into the National 
Flood Insurance Program, establishment of a town gardens program, 
and the Massapoag Avenue reconstruction project. In every in- 
stance great care and careful deliberation went into the deci- 
sions ultimately reached. 


During the regular course of operation of town government 
the Board always strove to devote its time and concern to prob- 
lems brought to its attention by individuals or groups of citi- 
zens, and conscientiously attempted to reach fair and equitable 
solutions. The Board will continue to make itself accessible to 
all townspeople and encourage those interested to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to visit meetings to observe firsthand 
the general operation of town government. 


INSURANCE STUDY 


The firm of Kevin F. Donoghue and Associates was selected to 
perform an in-depth study of the town's insurance program. This 
firm does not sell insurance, but is engaged solely in risk man- 
agement and insurance consulting. The objective of the study was 
to bring in an overview of the town's risk management program to 
make certain it was adequate for town needs and included fire, 
liability, business interruption, crime, workmen's compensation, 
boiler and machinery, automobile, all risk and umbrella insurance. 
The study covered all exposure in these fields, whether or not 
insurance was to be purchased. Employee benefit programs were 
not included, but will be a second part of this project sometime 
in the future. An important part of the study was evaluation of 
costs of insurance to determine whether they were competitive and 
economical for the coverages provided. 


The report submitted recommended that quotations for insur- 
ance coverage be solicited, first determining which types of 
risks are to be insured. Specifications were drawn on a three- 
year basis and were furnished to those who had submitted Insur- 
ance Agency Information Questionnaires. Quotations were received 
from three agencies, with the award going to the low bidder. 


PEDESTRIAN REGULATIONS 
Article 27 of the 1975 Annual Town Meeting authorized the 


Board of Selectmen to make rules and regulations, under Chapter 
90, Section 18A, of the General Laws for pedestrian traffic. 
These rules were drawn up, under the guidance of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works, approved by them, and became effect- 
ive on July 1, 1975, after having been advertised in the Sharon 
Advocate. The adoption of these rules and regulations was nec- 
essary to enable the town to install pedestrian signals or other 
such controls in the future. 


NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE PROGRAM 


Authorization was voted, under Article 12 of the 1975 
Annual Town Meeting, for the Selectmen to apply for participation 
in the National Flood Insurance Program. Article 13 added Sec- 
tion 1(9) to the Zoning By-Laws, which established Flood Hazard 
Districts, and Section 8A, Flood Hazard District Regulations. 
Adoption of these articles made borrowers of mortgage money eli- 
gible for low cost federal insurance. New federal rules handicap 
owners of property designated as subject to flood hazard by cut- 
ting off mortgage money unless prospective borrowers carry the 
flood hazard insurance. The Selectmen completed the necessary 
work and made formal application to the U. S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, Federal Insurance Administration, on 
August 7, 1975, and received approval August 20, 1975. Informa- 
tion as to location of federally designated flood-prone areas 
and the 1973 Flood Disaster Protection Act may be obtained at the 
Selectmen's office. 


TOWN GARDENS 


In response to a group of Sharon citizens seeking aid in 
establishment of town gardens, the Board undertook an active 
search for suitable land for such a project. After examining 
many locations, town officials and representatives of the garden- 
ing group decided on a one-year project location in front of the 
former Sacred Heart School. The town also aided in cultivating 
and hauling fertilizer and providing water for the gardens. 
Forty-nine Sharon families participated in this project and en- 
joyed bountiful harvests. 


The foregoing represent only a few of the areas in which the 
Selectmen were involved during the past year. The new town radio 
system, labor negotiations, the new electronic accounting machine, 
drainage projects, water main construction, and Well No. 6 on 
East Foxboro Street are some of the other projects which demanded 
the Board's attention. 


As in the past years, many citizens gave freely of their 
time and expertise to contribute such a great amount to the effi- 
cient and able execution of our town government. Sharon contin- 
ues to stand out in services administered and general good govern- 
ment. This is, in large part, due to the unselfish giving by 
those individuals who lend support to various committees which are 
concerned with planning and administration of many areas of com- 
munity matters. The Board wishes to acknowledge the extent of 
their endeavors to the smooth and orderly operation of our town, 
and to sincerely thank the persons involved for all they have 
contributed.

PERSONNEL TRAINING 


Drills were held monthly on the first Monday and third Tuesday 
evenings. Pvt. James Polito attended classes at the Bunker Hill 
School on Arson Investigation. Lt. Stanley McLean attended 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy for Aircraft Rescue, Fire Ser- 
vice Hydraulics, and In-Service training. Also Lt. McLean and 
Pvt. Ed. Little attended the Cardinal Cushing Hospital Class for 
Instructors on Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation and Emergency 
Cardiac Care. They then held classes for all members of the 
department. 


We also have Privates Paul Spender, Brad Osborne, Bryant Simpson 
going to Norwood Hospital for Emergency Medical Training, for 
ambulance service. Chief Roach attended the New England Fire 
Chiefs, and the New England Fire Marshals Conferences, and other 
meetings held around the state. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The Firemen's Association Scholarship of $200 was awarded to Miss 
Marianne Kiely, 15 Bradford Avenue. A successful Firemen's Ball 
was held at Spring Valley Country Club again this year. 


Drills were held at Sharon Manor Nursing Home with the full staff 
taking part. 


Drills were held in all schools, as required by state law, and 
fire alarm tests were made at all churches and temples. 


A new air compressor has been added to fill our Scott air packs, 
and a 1,000-gallon pumper is on order to replace Engine 4, a 1949 
model 500~-gallon engine. 


Though much of the apparatus is old, it all is kept in working 
order, though Engine 1 (1969) a 1,000-gallon pumper will need tire 
replacement. Engine 1A (1946), a 750-gallon pumper, is kept for 
stand-by use and Engine 3 (1952), a 500-gallon pumper will be used 
as a fire alarm truck. Tanker 1 (1952), a 3,000-gallon tank, will 
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be taken out of service. Other equipment includes Engine 2 (1959), 
a 500-gallon pumper; Squad 1 (1971), a power wagon for brush fires 
and emergency calls, and Ladder 1 (1957), a 75 foot aerial ladder. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Some 5,800 feet of underground cable has been laid in our system 

in the past year, with five new alarm boxes added. General main- 
tenance of alarm system was done throughout the year, as was tree 
trimming, replacement of cross arms and new pins, change over of 

fire alarm lines when the Boston Edison Company replaced poles on 
our streets: 


As of January 1, 1975, there were 95 new home fire alarm permits 
taken out, of which 36 have been approved after final inspection 
and testing. 


A new fire alarm truck should be added to the equipment this year.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


ALBERT R. HORAN, CHIEF 


During 1975, there were three hundred eighty-eight (388) re- 
ported auto accidents - 59 more than in 1974. Of these accidents 
three hundred sixty-nine (369) were reported to the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles as required by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the Gen- 
eral Laws; eighty-six (86) claimed personal injury and property 
damage; two hundred eighty (280) claimed property damage only; 
three (3) claimed personal injury only. The remaining nineteen 
(19) were minor accidents. In the report of accidents released 
by this office, it was indicated that of the 388 accidents re- 
ported in the town, a total of 78 occurred on North and South 
Main Street - 13 more than in 1974. Following in importance was 
Route 95 and the interchanges of Route #1 and South Main Street 
where 55 mishaps occurred - 1 more than in 1974. There were no 
motor vehicle fatalities resulting from these accidents during 
1975. 


The report also shows that 184 accidents occurred between 
the hours of 12:00 noon and 8:00 P.M., and 71 accidents between 
the hours of 8:00 P.M. and 12:00 midnight; Wednesday, Friday, and 
Saturday were the most dangerous days of the week when 212 accid- 
ents occurred. Off-the-road accidents were the leading type, 
totalling 135, more than one-third of all accidents. Sideswipe 
accidents were second with a total of 98, and rear-end collisions 
followed with 67. 


As a result of the reports, all motorists are cautioned to 
be especially alert when driving on North and South Main Streets, 
when using Route 95 and the interchanges, and at the other loca- 
tions noted above. 


The department, during the year, responded to four hundred 
twenty-six (426) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of 
patients to and from the various hospitals. 


In April, Officer Sidney Pratt graduated from the Quincy 
Police Academy and Officer Joseph Pizzi graduated in June from 
the Fall River Police Academy. These schools, sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council, trained the new 
officers in all phases of police work during the three-month per- 
iod. In addition, during the evening hours, these same officers 
as well as Officers Russell Mann and Lawrence Phaneuf were 
trained as Emergency Medical Technicians in an eighty-one hour 
course sponsored by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the 
Norwood Hospital. This course qualified the officers as certified 
personnel on ambulance work. Present plans are to continue this 
program and include all personnel. Six officers have completed 
this program as of this writing. 


Our department is continuing to train officers in the spec- 
ialty area with Officer Sidney Pratt attending the F.B.I. Firearms 
Instructor course at Wakefield, Massachusetts and becoming a cer- 
tified F.B.I. Instructor. In addition, Officer Robert Carroll has 
completed the photography and fingerprinting training offered by 
the Massachusetts State Police, Bureau of Identification, and is 
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certified in this area as an investigator in our department. 


In-service training has continued with the department using 
four outside colleges as training resources. We presently have 
seventeen officers in degree programs relating to law enforcement, 
the major tuition expense covered by the Federal Government. De- 
partment training sessions continue with officers receiving up- 
dated training in Advanced First Aid and Emergency Care, a course 
which covered some forty hours of instruction. This qualifies 
members of our department as required by Chapter 111, Massachu- 
setts General Laws. Officers Robert Carroll and Clifford Keeling 
have been certified as instructors in cardio-pulmonary resuscita- 
tion in a course sponsored by the Massachusetts Heart Association, 
Brockton. These officers will assist in updating, through re- 
fresher courses, other members in our department. Additional 
department training sessions covered classes on criminal law and 
firearms training under both day and night conditions. 


We have continued for a fourth year our intensified selec- 
tive enforcement program on traffic violators. The acquisition of 
a new digital radar will further assist us on enforcement in the 
high accident and complaint areas. 


Housebreaks continue to be the leading type of property of- 
fense in our community with an increase of about 20% over the 
previous year. The incidence of armed robbery is also increasing, 
with our department recording a number of these offenses during, 
the past year. We again solicit public cooperation by asking 
that citizens report suspicious circumstances that warrant inves- 
tigation. Daytime breaks are the most prevalent, sometimes occur- 
ring during short absences. 


On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest 
extent with the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the 
Massachusetts Safety Council, and the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Safety. Officer Stephen Metrick has entered his sixth 
year as our Safety Officer giving instruction at all levels in our 
public schools. Emphasis has been on pedestrian safety and the 
operation of bicycles. Present plans are to continue the Washing- 
ton, D.C. safety trip, the same made possible with the financial 
aid of our business establishments. Officer Metrick is a member 
of the Massachusetts Safety Officers League and attends all meet- 
ings to keep abreast of training and instructional procedures. 


An active member in the Massachusetts Chief's of Police 
Association, Chief Horan is a member of their Public Safety Com- 
mittee, serves on the Advisory Committee to the Attorney General 
on Drug Abuse, and the F.B.I. Committee. 


On July 1 of this year, the Board of Selectmen adopted new 
updated rules and regulations which govern our department. This 
project was completed after eight months of consultation with the 
Massachusetts Police Institute, Berlin, Massachusetts, and was 
accomplished at no expense to the town. These regulations also 
include a policy folder relating to the areas of "use of force" 
and "high speed pursuit." 


The Sharon Special Police (Auxiliary) are an active group 


with participation and assistance to the regular force when nec- 
essary. We are extremely fortunate to have this dedicated group 
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which serves the town on a volunteer basis without compensation. 
Assistance at our large functions such as July 4th, Town Meeting, 
etc. is invaluable. 


The department received eight thousand five hundred one 
(8,501) recorded telephone calls requesting information and re- 
gistering complaints. 


Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported 
forty-one (41) licenses as suspended or revoked. 


During the year the department made service on three hundred 
eighty-one (381) outside summonses and warrants.

The Sharon Civil Defense staff officers met every Monday 
evening in the emergency operating center in the basement of the 
Town Office Building, except during vacations. 


The organization was saddened by the sudden death of Marvin 
Sidell. He was an outstanding volunteer worker, and as Utility 
Officer performed many services for the benefit of the Town, 
freely and enthusiastically. His loss is felt by all. 


The group remained reasonably active during the year. Edward 
Blank returned to his post as Communications Officer, for which we 
are very grateful. His experience, interest, and leadership in- 
Sspired many of the young members who are active on this team. As 
a matter of fact, the Communication group is the nucleus for the 
Sharon C.D. Thanks to the cooperation with the Police Department, 
the old police radio equipment was transferred to C.D. Bernie 
Rosenberg, Ed Blank, Michael Corman, Stan Goldstone, and others 
work continuously to repair and replace parts. A license for a 
Sharon repeater station was granted by the F.C.C. It should be 
in operation by early Summer 1976 to enable all Sharon C.D. offi- 
cers to have an efficient method of communication. 


The Sharon C.D. participated in every radio drill conducted 
monthly by the Area and Sector C.D. team. 


Several officers went, on different occasions, to the sur- 
plus depot in Taunton in an attempt to locate salvagable parts. 


The Sharon Civil Defense Siren system was de-activated be- 
cause it is an unnecessary expense for the lease-telephone lines. 
The 3 sirens were small and covered less than 10% of the populated 
area. An attempt to purchase adequate sirens was turned down in 
previous town meetings. 


The snow mobile is used whenever conditions permit. It can 
help to bring medical, police, or other personnel to areas that 
are not accessible otherwise. C.D. staff is training continuously 
to study rescue methods. 


An additional 3.5 k.w. generator and a pump were added to 
assist during flooding. Our staff went out on numerous occasions 
pumping cellars. 


All available manpower reported during the 4th of July acti- 
vities. Pauline Parry did a fine job setting up the First-Aid 
Stations in the Town Hall, the ball field,and also at the lake, 
amply assisted by Marvin Laurie. 


The radiological team, headed by Paul Ares, continued to 
function smoothly. All dosimeters and Geiger counters were 
re-calibrated by the State Agency. It was with deep regret that 
we accepted the resignation of Donald Carpenter who assisted Paul 
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for many years in an exemplary fashion. 


The Special Police force was detached from C.D. and is now 
under the complete jurisdiction of the Chief of Police. Charles 
Wentworth, who was an extremely capable Administrative Officer 
for C.D., resigned in order to join Al Fine's Special Police 
Department. Len Howard now handles most administrative and pur- 
chasing matters as well as many other special assignments. 


The Sharon C.D. enjoys an excellent working relationship 
with all State agencies, especially the Area Director Mr. 
Lovering, the Sector Director Col. Willard, as well as all local 
department heads. 


Medical supplies and support items located in the Cottage 
Street School Area were inspected. Some of the First-Aid items 
were used during parades and other events. Sharon C.D. also pro- 
vided complete coverage and assistance to the March-of-Dimes, 
Walk-a-Thons, bike-rides, etc., including the Bi-centennial run- 
ners who went through a bad rainstorm. 


All members provided approximately 2,400 manhours during 
the year without any pay. 


We wish to thank all department heads for their fine co-op- 


eration and we look hopefully forward to an uneventful 1976. We 
are ready to serve the town any time in any fashion.

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VETERANS’ SERVICES 
WILLIAM B. KEATING, DIRECTOR 


In 1975, this Department processed 23 cases involving Veter- 
ans of the Mexican Border, World Wars I and II, the Korean Con- 
flict, and Vietnam. The sum of $15,617.79 was expended in cash 
grants for food, shelter and clothing or for payment of hospital, 
medical, fuel bills and other necessary expenses. Benefiting 
were 23 adults and 15 children. It is expected that the Town 
will be reimbursed approximately one half of this amount by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Many veterans and their dependents sought assistance from 
this office in processing forms for other Veterans' Benefits, 
such as pensions, bonuses, burial expenses, grave markers, educa- 
tional allotments, home loans, etc. In many cases, the securing 
of hospitalization, pensions, Social Security Disability and 
other benefits have greatly reduced payments made through this 
orfice. 


Registration for Selective Service was suspended as of April 
1, 1975. Young men attaining their eighteenth birthday are no 
longer required to sign up for the draft. 


The Office of Veterans' Services is located on the second 
floor of the Town Office Building. Hours are 7 - 9 P. M. Monday, 
Tuesday, and Thursday evenings, and on Saturday mornings from 
9 A.M. to 12 noon. 


VETERANS” GRAVES WILLIAM B. KEATING, GRAVES OFFICER 


Affidavits received by this office show that 35 veterans 
were buried in Sharon during the past year. Thirty-two of this 
number were buried at Sharon Memorial Park and three at Rockridge 
Cemetery.

A total of $1,308.30 was received by the Board of Health and 
turned over to the Town Treasurer covering fees for camp licenses, 
licenses to operate a swimming pool (public), rabies clinic, li- 
censes to stable horses, store and truck licenses to sell milk 
and oleomargarine, and food service licenses. 


RABIES CLINIC 


The Rabies’ Clinic: was held*®on March 22,°1975.°°A total’ of 
360 dogs were inoculated and $720.00 in fees were collected. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
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Under the Board of Health the Public Health Nursing Program 
provides health promotion and skilled nursing care to the resi- 
dents of Sharon. 


The policies of the Home Health Agency stipulate that resi- 
dents who need skilled nursing care obtain a written order from 
their physician. Fees for nursing service are $5.00 for an 
office visit and $10.00 for a home visit, determined on a yearly 
cost study basis. Medical supplies are paid for by the patient 
on a cost basis. 


Other skilled services which are provided through contract 
with the Norwood Hospital include physical therapy and speech 
therapy. 


The services of a registered occupational therapist are also 
available through the Board of Health. 


The Norfolk-Bristol Home Health Services, Inc., a non-profit 


corporation located in Walpole, continues to provide homemaker- 
home health aide service to the residents of Sharon. They 
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provided 1,930% hours of service on 19 cases in Sharon during 
1975. The public health nurses extend supervision, teaching and 
evaluation to the home health aides through contractual agreement. 


Homemaker-home health aide trainees are periodically re- 
cruited. No prior experience is needed. The free training pro- 
gram consists of 48 hours over a two week time span. Interested 
persons should call the Board of Health Office for further infor- 
mation. To date, Home Health Services, Inc. has trained 6 Sharon 
residents to serve as aides. 


The public health nursing program is involved in community 
mental health through contact with the community nurse from 
Medfield State Hospital. 


A continued liaison exists between the Board of Health and 
Norwood Hospital through the public health nursing coordinator at 
the hospital. This collaborative relationship promotes effective 
referrals between health care agencies, resulting in improved 
planning for continuity of nursing services for patients and 
their families. Patients or their families are urged to contact 
the coordinator at the hospital or call the Board of Health off- 
ice if it seems likely that home care services will be needed. 
Home health services for individuals on Medicare are fully cov- 
ered only if service is initiated within 2 weeks of discharge 
from a hospital or extended care facility. 


The public health nurses provide a monthly blood pressure 
screening and health teaching program for any resident of Sharon 
60 years of age and over on the second Monday of the month at 
2 p.m. There is a $1.00 fee for this service. The program is 
conducted at Hixon Farm Road, Housing Authority Building. 


The Board of Health participates in screening for tubercu- 
losis through the provision of Mantoux tests free of charge. 
These tests are given in the office on Monday, Tuesday, or 
Wednesday mornings by appointment. They must be read in 48 hours. 
It is mandatory for any individual who is to be in contact with 
school age children to be of known tuberculin status. Those with 
a positive Mantoux test are then referred to Norfolk County Hos- 
pital for a chest X-ray. 


Testing for lead poisoning is now available through the 
Board of Health on an-appointment basis. This service is provided 
free of charge. 


Nursing staff changes during the year include the resignation 
of Mrs. Mildred MacDougall effective February 24, 1975, following 
seven years of commendable service. Mrs. MacDougall resigned to 
accept a full time position at Norwood Hospital. Jane Gilmore 
was added to the staff on February 3, 1975. 


During 1975, the public health nurses have carried a chal- 
lenging and varied caseload, providing health promotion and 
skilled nursing care to the residents of Sharon. As of January l, 
1975, this agency has been using a Patient Summary Record in order 
to obtain a statistical profile of all morbidity cases admitted 
and discharged during 1975. This project is under the auspices 


of the Office of Health Planning and Statistics, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. The summary data is already pro- 
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viding the Board of Health with valuable feedback in relation to 
the need for and delivery of health care services in the commun- 
ity. 


The quality of nursing service is examined on a periodic 
basis through a Utilization Review Committee which is composed 
of representatives from nursing, medicine, and the other thera- 
peutic services. 


The public health nursing staff will continue team efforts 
to add new dimensions to patient and family care for the resi- 
dents of Sharon, . 


SANITARIAN 
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The Sanitarian's program consists of the following: 


1. Supervision of school cafeteria food service practices 
made routinely throughout the year. The School Department has 
been most cooperative in working with the Health Department and, 
as a result, our children receive wholesome food prepared and 
served in a healthful environment. 


2. All milk and cream sold in the town continues to be 
checked for bacteriological quality. Any problems are brought to 
the attention of the milk producer and/or store proprietor and 
immediate corrective action is taken. 


3. Close bacteriological supervision of the Lakefront and 
inspection of the refreshment stand were carried out. 


4. Prior to the opening of the camping season, all camps 
located in the Town of Sharon were visited by the Sanitarian to 
determine compliance of these facilities with the State Sanitary 
Code, Article IV. Visits were also made to the camps during the 
camping season to ensure continuation of these sanitation stand- 
ards, including the testing of eating utensils for proper saniti- 
zation. 


5. The town drinking water at Stations 3, 4, and 5 are 
checked weekly for bacteriological quality. Chemical tests are 
done as required. 


6. Eating utensil examinations are made in all food estab- 
lishments monthly. 


7. All retail food establishments are checked for conform- 
ance with the State Retail Sanitary Code. 


8. All complaints made to the Board of Health were investi- 
gated and resolved. 


Dr. Lapuck is very pleased with the cooperation received 
from the restaurants, food service and school food service 
facilities.

The primary function of the Public Health Advisory Board is 
that of liason between the general public and Board of Selectmen 
fulfilling a professional back-up to the Board pertaining to mat- 
ters of general health. 


In its advisory capacity, the Board at various times meet 
with J. Edward Bamber, Health Agent; Mrs. Burns and Gilmore, 
Public Health Nurses; the Lake Management Committee; and Dr. Jack 
Lapuck, Sanitarian; to discuss possible and/or probable health 
problems affecting the Town of Sharon. 


During its tenure, the Public Health Advisory Board has 
striven to maintain for the Town of Sharon the very highest pos- 
Sible level of health standards. 


As the years have passed, the town has increaséd its popula- 
tion and the complexities of providing and maintaining a high 
standard for health conditions have grown. With the advent of 
increasing Medicare, Medicaid, Federal Health programs, the town 
is forced into expanding services and additional supervisory per- 
sonnel as requirements necessary for reimbursement for services 
rendered in these categories. The standards of service and faci- 
lities are determined at higher levels and passed down to the 
health departments in various towns. 


It was with regret that the Advisory Board accepted the re- 
Signation of Public Health Nurse Mildred MacDougall in February, 
1975; 


Interviews were held, of four applicants, for the position of 
Public Health Nurse. Jane Gilmore, R.N. was selected by the 
Advisory Board and approved by the Board of Selectmen. 


INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 
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The year of 1975 became a year of many changes in the Animal 
Control regulations for the Town of Sharon. 


It was also a year of many problems for the Animal Control 
Division. The laws caused much confusion among animal owners, 
and this required the expenditure of considerable time to ac- 
quaint them with the new regulations. There was also an illegal 
kennel and a farm involved in selling exotic animals such as 
tigers, bears, and wildcats. 


During the month of January, the Animal Control Division 
inspected animals for the Town of Sharon, and for the State 
Health Department under Chapter 129, Section 19. This procedure 
involves inspection of the animals for any contagious disease 
and for the environment in which they are kept. The following 
animals were inspected: 


6 goats 188 horses 
8 sheep 30 ponies 
29 dairy cows 3 donkeys 
5 beef cows 6 swine 


The following animals were quarantined for a period of ten 
days for biting. 


23 dogs 3 horses 
6 cats 1 puma

A total of 1,426 complaints were received and acted upon in 
1975. Of this number, it was necessary to prosecute 44 dog owners 
in District Court for the violation of the Dog Control Law. 


A total of 23 dog owners were prosecuted for not having their 
dogs properly licensed. For the above violations, $881.00 in 
fines and fees were collected and turned over to proper authori- 
ties. 


Most of the 75 dogs reported as lost were found and returned 
to their owners. 180 stray dogs were picked up and destroyed 
after the mandatory seven-day waiting period. 


Ten dogs were sold to private individuals and money was thus 
collected and turned over to the Town Treasurer.

The Library opened its first branch at the Hixson Farm Road 
facility for Sharon's elder citizens. Serviced once a week by 
Helen Goodyear from the main library, book circulation to those 
residents who cannot reach the main library is assured. Large 
print books and personal preferences are thus made available to 
the town's Golden Agers. 


Two membership cards, in the name of the Library, were pur- 
chased for use by the townspeople to the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston. Money for these was donated by the Fortnightly Club. 


Unfortunately, similar visiting privileges to the Museum of 
Science, which proved so popular last year, are no longer avail- 
able. The Museum of Science withdrew library memberships because 
they were not profitable to them. 


Sharon's Library received $4,637.63 in state aid in 1975. 
This aid (to qualifying libraries) is based on 37-1/2 cents per 
capita, using the 1970 census figures. To qualify, a library 
must have a state-registered librarian on the staff, and expend 
at least $6 per capita for library services. In Sharon, it has 
been the practice to deduct state aid money from the funds appro- 
priated at Town Meeting for operation of the Library. 


It had been recognized for a number of years that additional 
space would be required, and library expansion had been included 
in the long range town planning for 1973. The purchase of the 
spacious Sacred Heart Building necessitated evaluation by the 
Trustees as to feasibility of relocation. By the time the study 
was completed, and the decision made to expand on the present 
Site, lack of space had become so critical immediate action to 
alleviate the situation was necessary. 


A Building Committee was appointed consisting of Stanley Dingman, 
Chairman, Susan Cromwell, Dorothy Kaufman, Richard Kirstein, and 
William Smith. This committee was charged with the responsibility 
of design and construction of an addition to the Library on its 
present site to provide library services to the town as projected 
to 1995. 


Historical Collection 


Cataloging of historical documents pertaining to the Town of 
Sharon was virtually completed during the year. Because of the 
interest aroused by the Bicentennial in Sharon's own Deborah 
Sampson, researchers from all over the nation have been supplied 
with information on this heroine of the Revolution. 
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The artifacts in the collection will be catalogued and ap- 
praised during 1976. 


National Register 


The Sharon Public Library has been notified of its inclusion 
on the National Register of Historic Places. Built in 1914, its 
plans were so fine they were used as an example in the Encyclo- 
pedia Brittanica section on Library Architecture. 


Gifts 


Each year the library receives gifts, donations, and be- 
quests. These are gratefully acknowledged as follows: The 
Fortnightly Club of Sharon; the Massachusetts Bicentennial Com- 
mission; Mr. Isaac Kleiner; the Ecology Project at the Sharon 
Intermediate School. In addition gifts were made in memory of 
Marion Nowers, Lydia Speer, Irene Bregan, George A. Barison, 
Helen Cole, Eleanor R. Flanders, and Mary Hennessey. Massapoag 
Temple of the Pythian Sisters presented a cassette player to the 
Children's Room, and there have been a number of anonymous dona- 
tions for which the library is most grateful.

The staff was greatly saddened by the death of Eleanor R. 
Flanders in September. Mrs. Flanders had been a part-time em- 
ployee since 1969, and had been well-liked by both the staff and 
the public. Mrs. Judith B. Brassard joined the staff to fill the 
vacancy caused by Mrs. Flanders' death. 


In December Judith McCormack became a full time member of 
the staff to fill another vacancy. 


Mr. Quartarone, the Children's librarian, has conducted 
three story hours per week from September through May, each with 
asregistration of s30.children,. 


During the summer months, he conducted a reading game, in 
which the children not only read books about various countries, 
but played games and listened to the music of each country. 


He was helped with this project by a large group of fifth 
and sixth grade children as volunteers. This group also helped 
with a pet show held on the grounds of the library in June, and 
with a Hallowe'en party in October. These children also help Mr. 
Quartarone with a number of other projects, including making 
Signs and posters to be used throughout the library. 


A number of classes have visited the Children's Room, and Mr. 
Quartarone and Mrs. Goodyear have made a number of visits to 
schools. 


Mr. Leonard Greenfield and Mrs. Elaine Schreiber, as they 
have done in previous years, brought their sixth grade classes 
from the Intermediate School for instruction in the use of the 
public library and its materials. 


The Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library's bookmobile no 
longer visits Sharon, but the library from time to time, does re- 
ceive deposits of books. These help to augment the library's 
collection. 


The library does enjoy daily delivery service of materials 
requested on inter-library loan. These come from the Thomas Crane 
Public Library in Quincy. This is only one of the services spon- 
sored by the Regional Library System. Last year Sharon people 
made 735 requests for materials not available locally. 


Another service sponsored by the region is the availability 
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of films to be borrowed and shown to local groups. Forty-three 
films were borrowed in this manner, and the library borrowed 
100 to be shown in the Children's Room. 


Meetings of the Massachusetts Library Associations and var- 
ious specialized groups have been attended by the Library staff. 
These have all been of great benefit to the staff, and conse- 
quently to the town of Sharon.

On September 22, 1975, the Sharon Historical Commission was 
informed by the Massachusetts Historical Commission that the 
National Park Service of the U. S. Department of the Interior has 
listed the Sharon Historic District in the National Register of 
Historic Places. 


The National Register is the official schedule of the 
Nation's cultural property worth saving. Being listed in this 
register affords a high degree of protection against damage from 
projects involving federal funding. 


The American Revolution Bicentennial Committee has received 
matching funds from the Massachusetts Bicentennial Commission for 
a project to suitably mark old houses of historic value and to 
erect signs or site markers describing the historical significance 
of the locations at which they are placed. The Historical Com- 
mission assisted in this project by providing the dates of con- 
struction, the names of original owners of the houses, and his- 
torical information for the site markers. 


Our secretary has devoted much time during the year in his- 
torical research and answering the many requests from individuals 
and organizations for information on Deborah Sampson.

1975 was a year full of activities for our committee. We 
met often, usually every two weeks, to plan for such events. 
Robert Levy was appointed by the Selectmen as the eleventh member 
of our committee. 


During the year the committee made two applications to the 
Massachusetts Bicentennial Commission for matching funds, made 
available by the General Court, for the following projects. The 
first consisted of marking old houses of historic value with 
plaques showing date of construction and original owner and also 
of erecting signs or site markers describing the historical signi- 
ficance of the location at which they were placed. The matching 
funds amounted to $455.00. 


The second project consisted of providing a park adjacent to 
the Old Post Road at South Walpole Street. The park will consist 
of a parking area and picnic tables and benches and will overlook 
the Old Post Road. The matching funds amounted to $1,600.00. 


The Friends of the Bicentennial, in conjunction with the 
committee, have developed an historic tour guide of Sharon. The 
guide includes a detailed map of Sharon showing the points of 
interest with a short description of each. The Friends sold ad- 
vertising in the guide and the proceeds were used as matching 
funds, along with a contribution from the Norfolk County Develop- 
ment and Tourist Council for the printing of the guide. A major 
contribution to this project was made by Alfred Glassman, Univer- 
sal Publishing Co., who provided his map of Sharon and all the 
camera-ready copy, and to Donald Webber who contributed the cover 
design. 


At the Town Meeting in April we conducted a "mock" Town Meet- 
ing, with the Sharon Militia participating. This was met with 
great enthusiasm by the townspeople. 


In October, under the sponsorship of our committee, the 
Sharon Chapter of the Road Runners Club held a Deborah Sampson 
Bicentennial Women's Road Race. Despite heavy rains, 125 runners 
participated and the winners were presented with our Bicentennial 
medals. The Sharon Militia was in charge of marshalling and start- 
ing of all races. 


In June, two bike tours were held, each consisting of 15 miles 
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under the direction of Doris Ann Gladstone and Jack Connors. 


Sharon held its first Country Fair on August 16 and 17 at 
Deborah Sampson Park. Co-ordinated by Jack Connors and Doris 
Ann Gladstone, with an able committee consisting of Sol Green, 
Marge Gordon, Euphemia Gardes, Lenny Silberzweig, Ellen Shapiro, 
Betty McKinnon, Doris Bryant, Marilyn Ginsberg, Cynthia Powell, 
Lee Aster and Margaret Davidi. 


The kick-off was held on Saturday night when some 300 towns- 
folk dined on barbequed chicken under a magnificent carnival-like 
tent. Following dinner, everyone was treated to a delightful 
concert of Bicentennial folk music. 


On Sunday, the Fair officially opened with speeches from 
Selectman Chairman George Donovan; our Chairman, Chandler Jones, 
and committee member, Gordon Hawes, songs from the Senior Citi- 
zens Chorus, and a drill from the Sharon Militia. 


With perfect weather, Deborah Sampson Park was alive with 
activities for all ages. A bike rally around Lake Massapoag 
appealed to the more athletically minded folks, while the more 
sedate citizen was able to wander the field and enjoy seeing a 
display of competitive exhibits which included fabulous handi- 
crafts, home grown vegetables and baked goods. Ribbons were 
awarded by an agent from the Norfolk County Extension Service. 


Throughout the day patrons of the Fair enjoyed the over 30 
crafts-people who were located under the tent. They not only 
sold their wares but treated us to all-day demonstrations. 


Pillory pictures and specially printed T-shirts made inexpen- 
Sive souveneirs. Clowns roamed the field, handing out balloons 
and lollipops to the small fry. Pony rides, hayrides and covered 
wagon rides had many people queuing up, but the rides were worth 
the wait. The younger children were entertained with a visit by 
the Franklin Park Zoomobile, a puppet show and a magic show. In- 
cluded in children's activities was a little Miss and Mr. Sharon 
Beauty Pageant which thrilled more parents than children. 


For the older children there was pie-eating, freckle count- 
ing, frog jumping, watermelon eating, and bubble gum blowing con- 
tests. Athletic events were held and ribbons awarded to the win- 
ners. Everyone enjoyed the animal exhibits and the magnificent 
horse show. 


The Sharon Militia drew much interest at their campsite. The 
Sharon Amateur Radio Club set up their equipment and sent free 
messages from the general public to all corners of the United 
States. The Sharon Boosters Club supplied the refreshments and, 
needless to say, were quite busy. 


Due to the cooperation of many town departments and organiza- 
tions, thousands of Sharonites enjoyed a tremendous day at the 
Fair. With great enthusiasm, we are looking forward to the upcom- 
ing August 21-22, 1976 Sharon Country Fair. 


The work on the history of Sharon is progressing satisfactor- 
ily and should be available for sale by the middle of the year. 
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Our committee is seeking to have the town acquire King 
Philip's Rock, located off Mansfield Street, and preserve it as 
a historic site. 


The year 1975 was climaxed by Deborah Sampson Week, under 
the able direction of Dave Clifton and a dedicated committee. 
On December 14, an Arts Festival was held at the former Sacred 
Heart School with bands playing, crafts displays, clowns dispen- 
Sing balloons, chess competition, dance recitals, karate, yoga 
and gymnastic demonstrations, the Sharon Chorus, magic tricks, 
and a beautiful display of art works by Sharon artists. 


By proclamation the Selectmen had declared this Deborah 
Sampson Week and on this Sunday they formally dedicated Deborah 
Sampson Park. In the morning, wreath-laying ceremonies were held 
at Deborah Sampson's grave with our Deborah Sampson (Doris Annis 
of the Militia) performing the wreath-laying and the Sharon Mili- 
tia firing the salute. 


On December 17, Deborah Sampson's birthday, the play "She 
Was There," written by William Appel especially for this occasion, 
was presented at the High School. The Sharon Community Chorus, 
the Sharon Militia, town officials and local talent participated. 


To cap the week's festivities an Entertainment Marathon was 
held on December 20 at the High School. Pat Dutton, Libby Kafka, 
Shelah Hiltz, Alyce Stern and Joyce White, assisted by others, 
coordinated a cast of 300 in bicentennial skits, song and dance, 
jazz and classical music, and other forms of entertainment too 
numerous to mention in the space allotted here - all local talent! 


Our bicentennial medals are still available and we hope that 
everyone will acquire them as a momento of Sharon's part in our 
nation's independence. 


Our plans for 1976 include, in July, a tour of historical 
homes and sites; in August, another Country Fair; in September, a 
Colonial ball; in October, a Colonial Muster of Militiamen, in 
honor of Job Swift, and the publication of our history book. 


Past celebrations have met with great success and we hope 
that in 1976 we will have the participation of more town organi- 
zations and townspeople so that our nation's 200th birthday will 
long be remembered.

95°, and a gorgeous day blest Sharon's annual Independence 
Day Celebration on Saturday, July 5, 1975. Starting at 8:30 A.M. 
sixty-six contestants registered at the Senior High School for 
the road race. Promptly at 9:00 A.M. the starting gun was fired 
and all sixty-six runners, ranging from fourteen to seventy-seven 
years old, were off and running. The route was 5.4 miles long, 
and was officially sanctioned by the N.E.A.A.U. The race offi- 
cials were Dave Clifton, Al and Pearl Siegal, Kathy and Bill 
Loiselle, Ron Holt and Tracy Ellis. Over ten trophies and plaques 
were awarded to the runners in order of finish and division. Al 
Berry of Sharon won a trophy for first Sharon runner at 31.25, 
and Brenda Condon was first Sharon girl at 35.44. 


The first activities at Griffin Playground started at 9:00 
A.M. with Decorated Bicycle and Doll Carriages. Winner for Best 
Bicycle was Billy McCarthy, and winners in each of the following 
categories were: Most Creative: Jerry Guisti; Most Colorful: 
Mary Salpeter; Funniest: Cassie Clifton; Cutest: Ronnie Grigs; 
Most Patriotic: Sherry Clifton. Winner for Best Decorated Doll 
Carriage was Tanya Fitzhenry, with winners in each of the follow- 
ing categories: Prettiest: Suzanne Connors; Most Patriotic: 
Cindy McCarthy. 


At 10:00 A.M. the Field Events started with over five hundred 
participants. They were divided into six groups according to age, 
each group having seven events in which to compete. Ribbons were 
awarded to the first, second and third place winners, and trophies 
were given to the Best Male and Female Athletes. Michelle Testa 
was named Best Female Athlete and the Best Male Athlete honors 
were shared by John Loiselle and Jeff Cosgrove. 


The parade, which began this year at Deborah Sampson Park, 
lasted one hour and twenty minutes. The route was 1.5 miles long. 
At the 2:00 P.M. starting time fifty-six units filed out of 
Gunhouse and East Foxboro Streets - seventeen floats, eight bands, 
five marching units, four color guards, Sharon and Hingham Mili- 
tias, antique autos, politicians, V.F.W. and American Legion mem- 
bers, Town Departments and Committees, horses, and a multitude of 
kids made this the best parade yet. The official saluter was Abe 
Goldstein. Judges were David and Florence Shrier, Sue Delagi, Sam 
Kaplan, Roger Dennett and Dennis Blau. Float contest winners were: 
Most Original - Norwood Hospital; Most Colorful - Junior Fortnightly 
Club; Best Expression of Theme - Sharon JayCees. Other outstanding 
patriotic and religious floats were entered by three of Sharon's 
churches, Our Lady of Sorrows, First Baptist Church, and the 
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Congregational Church. An historical boat float was exhibited 

by the Massapoag Yacht Club, and another boat by the Sharon 
Recreation Department. The Boy Scouts Camping float; the Good 
Old Days by the Costa family of Stoughton; Sharon Republican Town 
Committee float were among others taking part. 


Waterfront activities started at 4:00 P.M. Sharon Red 
Devils supervised the Fun and Games at Memorial Park Beach. A 
wonderful breeze aided the Massapoag Yacht Club in its annual 
"Sail By". All classes of sailboats passed in review. Stanley 
Dingman was Master of Ceremonies for this event. Bob Seixas and 
his Dixieland Band started playing their "thing" at 8:00 P.M., 
contributing to a pleasant evening. Trophies were awarded at 
9:00 P.M. and a magnificent display of aerial fireworks at 
9:15 P.M. ended the day's activities. 


Sincere thanks go to the following for their assistance:

THE SHARON MILITIA 
Edward J. Roach, Captain 


The Sharon Militia was re-activated by the Selectmen in June, 
1974. 


Today some 41 cities and towns of Massachusetts and Maine 
have officially re-activated their colonial Minutemen or Militia 
companies and more than 3,000 men along with their wives and 
children are actively engaged in "Living History" presentations 
designed to show the world how Americans lived, worked, thought 
and fought as this nation sought to gain independence 200 years 
ago. 


Although each colonial unit or group is automonous, the over- 
all colonial militia movement in Massachusetts and Maine is 
guided and informally administered by "The Council of Minutemen" 
with a similar affiliated organization in New Hampshire. 


These colonial units often join together to march in holiday 
parades. During the past 11 years from early spring through late 
fall, colonial parades, musters, fairs, fife and drum concerts, 
historic ceremonies and some battle re-enactments have thrilled 
thousands of visitors from all over the world, and hardly a week- 
end goes by without a similar event taking place somewhere in New 
England. 


Before we started visiting or accepting invitations, the 
Sharon Militia, along with the other militia companies, went to 
the Milford National Guard Armory for instructions and training 
in the use and firing of the colonial muskets. 


The first event that the newly formed and appropriately 
dressed Sharon Militia went to was the "Capping of the Liberty 
Pole" at Bedford in April, 1975, where we received a small 
Liberty Cap signifying our participation. 


On April 19, together with Randolph and Canton we went by 
bus to the Lexington Parade. Although most of us were wet by the 
morning rain we came through well enough to continue on to Dedham 
to help in their "Call to Arms." We later visited by invitation 
a privately owned former inn for colonial music and grog. 


On May 9, four members, Captain Roach, Lt. Gordon Hawes, 
Pvts. Pat McCarthy and Doris Annis, journeyed to Fort Ticonderoga, 
N. Y., to witness the re-enactment of Ethan Allan's taking the 
fort in the early morning (4 A.M.) 200 years ago. Part of the 
celebration were the performances by the the Old Guard Fife and 
Drum Corps and The Commander-in Chief's Guard, both smartly 
dressed in Colonial uniforms, from Washington, D.C. The weekend 
was full of military music and continuing encampment activities, 
ox roast, firing demonstrations, crafts and military drills and 
skills. 


The Sharon Militia, on May 18, acted as the firing squad for 
the memorial services at Knollwood Memorial Park, Canton. We 
have already been invited to do the honors again next year. 


On May 17, we went with Canton to Wilmington's celebration. 
We took part in Stow's Henry Gardner Day Parade on May 25. 


We paraded in Northboro on June 7 and fired our muskets to 
add a bit of color to the parade. This was all by cartridges 
only - no black powder was carried in the powder horns. 


On June 14, the Sharon Militia took part in the Battle of 
Bunker Hill, a simulated battle between the colonists and the 
red-coated British soldiers. After the battle, all companies 
marched in review and received streamers for their flags. 


The American Legion Convention Committee sent invitations to 
Militia or Minutemen to compete for prizes in their parade in 
Boston on June 28. Although we were only a few that day we re- 
ceived second prize. 


On June 29, our neighboring town of Easton celebrated its 
250th anniversary by having a huge parade, and the Sharon Militia 
were well received all along the parade route. 


We paraded 5 miles in Framingham on June 15 before we got to 
the green to pass in review and then get a thankful cooling drink 
and sandwiches. It was a grand day! 


Sharon Militia took part in Sharon's July 5 parade. 


Several cars full of people left Sharon on July 26 to travel 
to Milford, N. H., to watch the parade there and to see the 
Sharon Militia. 


At the Bicentennial Country Fair in Sharon on August 17, we 
had on display a small encampment showing life style, muskets, 
tomahawk throwing, and making ball bullets for the muskets, along 
with some good old Fish House Grog. 


We went to Hull on August 28 to help celebrate and commemo- 
rate the first baseball game ever played under electric lights 
(September 2, 1880). We paraded through Hull and walked back to 
our cars via Nantasket Beach. 


On September 6 and 7, we took part in the 15-mile retreat 
from West Beach in New Bedford to River's End (Fairhaven) and the 
Battle at Fort Phoenix on Sunday before a large crowd of people 
lining the seawall there. 


At the Crown Resistance Day Celebration on September 28 in 
Acton the Sharon Militia were in good form. 


On September 27, Doris Annis of the Sharon Militia was named 
to represent Deborah Sampson during Deborah Sampson Week and any 
other events during the Bicentennial. 


On October 5, we paraded in Canton for the Apple Harvest 
Festival and Parade and ended at the Pequitaide Farm where there 
were fife-and-drum competitions, baked goods, garden grown vege- 
tables and canned preserves. Doris received three sibbons for 
her entries. 


At Southborough we participated with 32 other Militia and 
Minutemen companies to help the Town of Southborough celebrate 
their Heritage Day events on October 13. 


On October 18, for the Sharon Chapter Road Runners Club race 
for women, Sharon Militia marshalled each event and fired their 
muskets at the start of each race. Although we had a real down- 
pour we managed to keep our powder dry! 


On December 14, we were at the Deborah Sampson Art Festival 
with pictures of some of our members at various events. 


The Militia took part in the wreath laying at Deborah 
Sampson's grave on December 17, at which the Selectmen and the 
Moody family were also present. 


On the same day, Deborah Sampson's birthday, the Militia 
attended the Deborah Sampson play. The star of the show and 
Doris Annis, as Deborah of the Militia each were presented with 
a birthday cake. 


Captain Roach gave a lecture to Miss Burn's class at the 
Junior High School. 


Adjutant Bill Connors spoke of colonial life at the Intermed- 
iate School. 


Doris Annis spent an hour at the Cottage Street School 
dressed as Deborah Sampson of the Militia. She told and showed 
many of the militia articles and told of colonial times and dem- 
onstrated the musket firing to the 4th graders. 


Captain Roach and Doris Annis arranged a talk and slide show 
of many colonial events for the Heights School on January 30. 


During our participating in these various parades and events 
we have received 15 ribbons for our flag and many commemorative 
coins from the various towns having Bicentennial celebrations. 


Due to the cost of transportation, and for other reasons, 
the Sharon Militia had to turn down invitations for many other 
events. Among these were the re-enactment of assumption of com- 
mand by Washington in Cambridge, the installation of officers of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in Boston, the 
Merrimac Valley Muster and the Thunderbridge Muster. Others were 
events at Taunton, Middleton, Randolph, Concord, Marblehead, 
Grape Island and Auburn. 


We have enjoyed this year of comraderie and working together 
for the Militia. 
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BORDERLANDS STATE PARK ADVISORY COUNCIL 


JEAN SANTOS, SHARON REPRESENTATIVE 


The Borderlands State Park Advisory Council is a group of 
citizens; one each from the towns of Sharon, Foxboro, Mansfield, 
Easton, Stoughton and Brockton, plus seven state appointees. 


We meet regularly at the Park in the Mansion of the Ames 
Estate on Massapoag Avenue in Easton, just south of the Sharon 
line. The superintendent of the park, Roger McNamara and other 
officials of the Department of Natural Resources, as well as park 
employees, are always in attendance. 


Our concerns are many. During the past year, we dealt with 
the following subjects: 


1. Formal park opening which took place in November, 1974. 
Program arrangements were handled by the Council. 


2. Intern Program. For the past two summers, interns have 
been employed to provide additional information and guidance for 
park visitors. This year's intern, Rick Ensor, produced a com- 
plete guide to provide background knowledge of the park; (a small 
brochure, which will be printed and distributed soon), and com- 
pleted work on several trails which will be marked with sign- 
posts at points of interest. 


3. Curator. Arsen Charles was hired by the Department of 
Natural Resources, for a period of six months to identify, and 
catalog thousands of items in the mansion, including furniture, 
books, and art objects of all types. He has provided us with a 
wealth of information, anecdotes and family history. 


4. Land Acquisition. We have given many hours to the ac- 
quisition of various land areas which are enclosed by or directly 
adjacent to the park. A land swap authorized by legislation is 
expected to be consummated soon. 


5. Mansion Tours. Our committee on House Tours set up a 
Surprise Pre-view tour last fall and results were excellent. 
People appeared to be delighted to find the house open, the 
volunteer guides were enthusiastic, and no serious difficulties 
were encountered. 


We will be holding many more tours beginning in the spring 
and will eventually work out a regular schedule which will be 
published. Now we have so many people who want to see the house 
and only a few volunteer guides, so we must proceed slowly in 
announcing our plans. 


Friends of Borderland is a group of private citizens who 
sponsor many activities at the park: geology walks; wild flower 
and bird walks; skating and picnic parties, etc. They are‘not of- 
ficially connected with the Advisory Board but are enormously sup- 
portive. 


Sharon residents who have been appointed to the Board by the 
state are David Clapp, Don Kupperstein and Oakes Plimpton.

In considering our report for 1975, the Council on Aging 
first of all expresses warm appreciation to its past Chairman, G. 
Gordon Watts, and to the Rev. Richard Liedberg, who due to other 
demands, have resigned from the Council. We miss them. We ex- 
press, also, our continued gratitude to David Clifton, and to the 
Recreation Department, for their continued and untiring support 
of the many endeavors of the Council on Aging. 


A new and successful endeavor in 1975 was the inter-genera- 
tional Ball which involved a capacity crowd of 350 High School 
Seniors, Senior Citizens, and Town Officials, at the Recreation 
Center for a gala evening. The high point of the evening was the 
crowning of the King and Queen, Mr. and Mrs. Leon Leavitt. THE 
BOSTON GLOBE gave front page publicity to this event, which we 
hope will be an annual one. The Senior Ball is a demonstration 
of inter-generational communication. 


The many rehearsals, under Pat Dutton's direction, culminated 
in a presentation of "Seniors on the Go Again" to capacity audi- 
ences for two nights. Following this, the cast became a traveling 
show and presented 16 different shows in 16 different towns. All 
those who participated deserve applause for the great success of 
this production. 


The Council on Aging now has an office in the Community Cen- 
ter with two volunteer telephone operators. The number is 
784-8000. This office is new this year and we express apprecia- 
tion to all those who continue to make it possible. 


The need for transportation for our elderly has been met by 
support from the Selectmen and the Warrant Committee for the last 
6 months of 1975. Thus, it is possible to maintain Kenneth Chase 
as our bus driver. He knows the Senior Citizens and they know 
him - which is important in this world of so many changes. 


Another new and valuable program this past year has been the 
Opening of the Drop-In Center at the Community Center, which, 
along with the physical fitness and dance program, have been, and 
continue to be well received and utilized by everyone. 


Membership in the Sharon Senior Citizens is open to anyone 
who is 62 years of age, or over. The membership now is 500 indi- 
viduals, who is 100 more than last year. This is an indication 
of the growing interest and involvement. 


Seniors over 65 years are involved in the educational pro- 
gram in Sharon. Some are in the Adult Education courses as stu- 
dents and some are volunteering in supportive help for the teach- 
ing staff. 


There have been changes in the Council organization during 
the past year. New members on the Council this year are Dale L. 
Van Meter, who serves also on the School Committee, and the Father 
Don Milligan, Rector of the St. John's Church, Episcopal, in 
Sharon. 


The Council is in contact with state and national agencies, 
with other organizations, and with other Councils on Aging. We 
have an increasing awareness of the growth and development of the 
concepts of aging in our country today. 


Our success is your success - for the support of our many 
plans results in a program of which we may all be proud. We look 
forward to 1976, the 200th birthday of our great nation, trusting 
in the continued interest and support of every Senior person in 
the Town of Sharon. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION

During 1975, Joe Murphy, who has served as a valuable and 
dedicated member for ten years, regretfully submitted his resig- 
nation because of time conflict with his work. The Board of 
Selectmen accepted a recommendation of the Commission and ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy, Eugene P. Flynn, a native of Sharon 
who practices law in the Town. Gene has had a lifelong interest 
in the outdoors, and a growing concern for the protection of our 
natural resources. We welcome his active participation as an in- 
terested citizen with the legal expertise to help the Commission 
implement the laws under which it functions. 


The selective land acquisition activities of the Commission 
continues. In spite of rising value of land and the constant com- 
petition for its use, the Commission has received small tracts as 
gifts. These total approximately five acres, and reflect our in- 
terest in the preservation of open space and the protection of our 
wetlands. An elderly owner of land located off Bay Road has ad- 
vised us that she is bequeathing the land to the Town to be used 
as parkland. 


We are mindful of the sharp reduction of funds available 
through state and federal self-help reimbursement plans, and have 
proceded cautiously in our land purchase efforts - one final appli- 
cation and. one preliminary application for Massachusetts Self-Help 
funds are currently on file with the Department of Environmental 
Management (formerly Department of Natural Resources). Our most 
recent purchase covers land bordering Mann's Pond and connecting 
with conservation land that includes the Massapoag Trail. 
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The Commission is also carrying forward its negotiations 
with land owners who have shown an interest in selling appropri- 
ate conservation land parcels at a cost consistent with the best 
interests of the Town. During 1975, one addition to conservation 
land was made by a developer of a cluster-zoned subdivision. At 
Foxfire Estates, off Furnace Street, the Town was deeded a six- 
teen and one-half acre tract. Cluster zoning continues to be one 
of the good sources of open space and water recharge area land 
acquisition. 


The Commission's responsibilities under the provisions of 
the Wetlands Protection Act were substantially met during 1975, 
by viewing and reviewing building sites, informing developers 
regarding their obligations under General Laws, Chapter 131, 
Section 40, and making relevant recommendations to the Planning 
Board. 


In order to improve the efficiency of our work in this area, 
we adopted guidelines for implementation of the Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act by the Commission, and we were able to enlist the tech- 
nical services of the Town Engineer. The Engineering department 
has been effective in referring possible and potential wetlands 
encroachment, and thus strengthened our "early warning system" to 
Wetlands Protection Act violaters. 


We met with the Planning Board to discuss and suggest 
changes in the cluster subdivision by-law that would provide the 
Commission with relevant land use preliminary plans; this will 
help us make the necessary recommendations for wetland protection 
and appropriate common land assignment early in the planning pro- 
cess. 


We met with representatives of the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Management to continue our communication regard- 
ing Sharon areas that are under Wetlands Protection Act restric- 
tions within their jurisdiction. 


We met with representatives of the Norfolk County Commission- 
ers to discuss management of Sharon conservation land that is in 
the County's ownership - along the Canoe River. We maintained 
communication with neighboring towns Walpole and Foxboro in an 
effort to protect wetlands and waterways in which we have a com- 
mon interest. 


As in previous years, David Clapp of the Moose Hill Audubon 
Sanctuary and Elizabeth Skelton, as observer for the Planning 
Board, attended Conservation Commission meetings and site inspec- 
tions and contributed to our research and deliberations. We 
thank them and Walter Newman, whose expertise has always been 
available, for their interest and help.

PLANNING BOARD

The Planning Board met 41 times in 1975, conducted 12 public 
hearings and approved only one definitive subdivision plan, which 
was a revision to a previously approved plan, totaling five lots. 
There were no executive sessions conducted. 


In the town elections of 1975, Gary P. Lilienthal, an attor- 
ney, was elected to the Planning Board. Frederick Clay was 
elected Chairman of the Planning Board; George B. Bailey, Vice- 
Chairman; and Edward Lyons, Clerk. During the year, Mr. Clay 
resigned as Chairman and was succeeded by Mr. Bailey. 


For the annual Town Meeting of 1975, the Planning Board held 
public hearings on the following zoning related articles: 


Article 13 - To amend the zoning by-laws by establishing a 
flood hazard district which would enable residents residing in 
said district to purchase federally subsidized flood hazard insur- 
ance. ; 


Recommendation: Favorable Action: Passed 
Article 29 - To amend the zoning by-law by adding to the list 


of uses allowed in the industrial zone the sales and service of 
motor trucks by special permit of the Board of Appeal. 


Recommendation: Favorable Action: Passed 
Article 30 - To amend Section 13 of the zoning by-laws to 


require additional information on a cluster subdivision plan when 
it is submitted to the Board of Appeal. 


Recommendation: Favorable Action: Passed 


Article 31 - To rezone a portion of land at the BPM Shopping 
Center to allow construction of leaching areas. 
Recommendation: Unfavorable Action: Did not pass 
Article 32 - To amend the zoning by-laws by removing the 


requirement that the Board of Appeal post a copy of their hearing 
notice on the property in question. 


Recommendation: Favorable Action: Passed 
Article 33 - Updating of zoning maps to reflect zoning 
changes. 


Recommendation: Favorable Action: Passed 
The major planning activity of the Board for 1975 was a com- 
plete revision of the subdivision rules and regulations which was 


accomplished over a seven-month period in conjunction with Thomas 
Associates, Planning Consultants. The adoption of these rules 
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and regulations supersedes those adopted in 1968. 
Among the more significant areas revised are the following: 


A. An increase in the application fee to compensate for 
the expense of publication of notices, engineering 
and planning review. 


B. Requirement for supplementary data to accompany sub- 
mission of plans including a tree plan locating all 
existing trees over 12 inches in diameter within 
the minimum front setback distance. Disturbance of 
said trees is prohibited. 


C. Requirement for submittal of an environmental assess- 
ment form on parcels greater than 10 acres. Said 
statement is to provide sufficient information for 
general conclusions about the effect of the proposed 
plan on the environment and on the community, and 
to provide information on impacts of one or more 
development schemes if permitted by law. 


D. Requirement for test pits for soils investigation 
and percolation tests at a more realistic frequency 
of one per four lots. 


E. Public notice by the Board of intent to release per- 
formance guarantee. 


F. Modification of street design requirements including 
reduction in certain pavement widths and radii. 


G. Redefinition of dead-end streets. 


H. Provision for possible town acquisition of open space 
in proposed subdivision plans. 


I. More stringent requirements for protection of natural 
features as well as construction requirements for 
loaming and seeding of grass strips and planting of 
street trees. 


J. More stringest requirements for cleanup of areas 
disturbed by construction or removal and disposal 
of debris. 


The Board in 1975 investigated inequities in the service to 
the consumer and rate structures regarding underground utilities. 
Mr. Lyons and Mr. Lilienthal have met with the Chief Engineer of 
the State Department of Public Utilities and it is the intention 
of the Board to pursue further solutions to these inequities. 

An article regarding the requirement for underground conduit for 
house electric service installations will be submitted to the 
1976 Town Meeting. 


The Planning Board in 1975 laid the groundwork for its major 
planning activity to encompass the next three years. In conjunc- 
tion with The Planning Services Group, planning consultants, the 
Board prepared the outline for a comprehensive plan of the com- 
munity to be accomplished by participatory planning directly by 
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Sharon's citizens. This study will provide a consolidation and 
updating of all studies previously made and re-evaluation in the 
context of new developments and critical issues. This program 
will also serve to supplement the activity of the local growth 
policy committee to be established under the recommendations of 
the state supported Wetmore Commission. The ultimate goal of 
this project is to serve as a guide to be used by the Planning 
Board in establishing priorities for future planning efforts of 
particular projects consonant with the wishes of the community. 
General areas of study to be included in the comprehensive plan- 
ning process are to include the following: 


a. Environmental quality 


b. Residential and neighborhood character 
c. Social services including public transportation 
d. Non-residential development 


e. Municipal investments including public utilities 
improvements and municipal buildings. 


f. Municipal revenue studies including cost-benefit 
ratios of various types of development and non- 
development. 


g.- Preliminary land use planning 


h. Outline for implementation of programs 


The Planning Board looks forward to this opportunity for a 
continuation of its active role in the town planning process 
with the assistance and cooperation of the community. We wish 
to thank Henry L. Munson, Town Engineer, for his able assistance 
to the Board.

The responsibility of the Planning Board to review prelimin- 
ary and definitive plans for the subdivision of land was accom- 
plished within the context of available data supplemented as 
required by individual planning and design efforts on the part of 
Planning Board members. Developers of adjacent properties were 
invited to participate under the Board's direction in the physical 
planning of large areas to develop neighborhoods consistent with 
sound planning principles and the public safety. 


The Board is required by law to endorse plans showing lot(s) 
which have sufficient frontage on a public way.

MBTA ADVISORY BOARD 
GEORGE B. BAILEY, SHARON DESIGNEE 


There were five meetings of the MBTA Advisory Board. Sharon 
was represented at all. This year the T began operation under 
its reorganized Board of Directors with an operating Chairman- 
General Manager. The appointment by Governor Dukakis of Robert 
Kiley, former Deputy Mayor of Boston, was given the overwhelming 
approval of the Advisory Board following local meetings around 
the district. Chairman Kiley has demonstrated an excellent grasp 
of T problems, and has been well-received by member cities and 
towns. The continued efforts of Carla Johnston, Budget Analyst 
for the Advisory Board, resulted in a much-improved response by 
the T during 1975 to the problem of escalating costs. Forthcom- 
ing labor negotiations will be a most significant indicator of 
the long-term viability of the regional transit system. 


Costs to the Sharon Taxpayer: The net cost of service con- 


tinued to increase in 1975. Although close to 50% assistance 
from state general revenue sources was voted by the Legislature, 
a commitment continued by Governor Dukakis, the cost to the Town 
reached levels close to those prevailing before state assistance 
had begun. Nevertheless, state influence over wage rates (which 
continue to be the highest in the country) should be a strong 
restraint. The cost of 1975 assessments will be $127,000. 


During the year, off-peak fares of 10¢ (dime time) on rapid 
transit lines were discontinued although no actual measure of its 
costs or benefits was possible due to lack of pre-cut useage data. 
Other cost-control programs were instituted including a program 
of examining possible effects of transit extensions on operating 
costs. 


Commuter Rail: The Penn-Central lines showed an increase in 
patronage which was contrary to the trend on the Boston & Maine 
(where track conditions resulted in slow orders on several lines) 
and on the system as a whole. The majority of the cars now in use 
are so-called 8600 series stainless-clad reclining seat cars. All 
8600's are smooth riding, most are well lit with adequate heating 
and cooling. Twenty per cent of cars remaining are pre-WW II (or 
WW I?) vintage and leave much to be desired. Station rehabilita- 
tion at Back Bay begun two years ago has almost been completed. 
Local plans to paint Sharon station are underway. Bike storage 
facilities are being sought. The present schedule has trains 
leaving for Boston at the following times from Sharon (M-F unless 
otherwise indicated):

METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 
GEORGE B. BAILEY, SHARON REPRESENTATIVE 


The MAPC was involved in planning activities in the Boston 
area for transportation (CTPS)*; land use strategy for achieving 
long-term water quality (208)*; updating open space plans; moni- 
toring housing needs, and reviewing applications for Federal 
funds (A-95)*. 


At the annual meeting in April, Sharon's representative was 
re-elected to the Executive Committee and attended all 11 of its 
meetings. The open space and recreation lands planning committee 
completed a two-to-three year review of regional needs and a 
three-volume study on three rivers not previously studied, the 
Ipswich, the Suasco (Sudbury, Assabet, Concord) and the North- 
South Rivers. The open space technical advisory committee was 
next to the most active of all in the council, meeting 10 times. 
My continued membership on the JRTC* resulted in attendance at 12 
meetings to review regional highway, transit plans, and proce- 
dures. Periodically, an advisory memo to Southwest communities 
was sent since I was one of two in the Southwest sector of the 
region on the JRTC. Subcommittees on Bike & Pedestrian Paths, 
Commuter Rail, and Systems required attendance at seven meetings 
to advise on CTPS* planning in these areas which resulted ina 
state program for bike path planning among other things. The 
questions on the development of Southwest Corridor commuter rail 
and planning of the relocation of the MBTA Orange Line was covered 
by attendance at six additional meetings in various areas. 


The MAPC membership continued to express concern over the 
ineffectiveness of the Council. The regional organization commit- 
tee provided a response in the form of a proposed Regional Ser- 
vice Commission to handle MDC & MBTA functions as one agency. The 
usefulness of this structure was questioned by many, including 
this Town and many sought a revamping of MAPC organization. The 
program committee met three times in formulating a nearly $4 mil- 
lion planning budget. The superficial nature of some of the com- 
mittee meetings and the inability of the Council to provide many 
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useful services to the cities and towns to aid them in future 
needs analysis caused the Executive Committee to seek new solu- 
tions. A Committee on Committees was formed and I actively par- 
ticipated in its seven meetings. A recommendation is scheduled 
to be drafted in early '76. 


A-95 reviews were submitted to Sharon for the upgrade of the 
Midlands branch of the Penn-Central and were used to advise the 
federal government of the interest of most of the communities in 
the Southwest in the maintenance of service to Back Bay station 
via Forest Hills. Sharon Selectmen's draft of a resolution was 
adopted by nearly all involved communities. 


Local assistance was provided to the Conservation Commission 
after abuttors questioned development of private land along 
Deborah Sampson Street at Mann's Pond. Approval for assistance 
was given by the Town's representative. A one-day survey and 
suggested easement was made. Final action by the Commission, 
however, was outright purchase of pond shore line and an area 
adjacent to the path.

During the year, the Board performed its advisory role to 
the Board of Selectmen on Town Transportation issues by meeting 
three times in formal session and several additional times with 
Selectmen, townspeople and others on the following issues: 


1. Railroad Station: Interior & Exterior Painting & Rehab- 
ilitation. The MBTA Commuter Rail Directorate advised the Town 
that paint and materials would be supplied at no charge if labor 
could be supplied by the Town. Under the direction of G. J. 
Albert, the Town DPW made estimates on paint and other require- 
ments using Gesign and color choices developed by the Board's 
design advisor, Vera Cross. The office of the selectmen is now 
charged with following up on this project. 


2. Bicycle Storage Facilities at Sharon Station. An advis- 
ory group consisting of Michael Benson, Clinton Miller, and Henry 
Langstroth is exploring ways of providing safe and dry, if possi- 
ble, bicycle storage areas. When facilities are available, it is 
expected that opportunities will be opened for individuals in all 
parts of the Town to commute to and from the station in a pollu- 
tion-free self-powered vehicle. 


3. Ad Bus. A privately operated bus service was proposed 
in the fall which would operate on revenues obtained by sale of 
advertising space on the inside and outside of the vehicle. Since 
its commercial nature was perceived as more than counterbalanced 
by the transport benefit, the service was welcomed by the Board as 
a public benefit and one which would reinforce local businesses on 
the Main Street route (from Foxboro Center to Cobb's Corner). Un- 
fortunately, the time-tested economics of public transit prevailed 
and the service was discontinued 1% months after its inception in 
November. 


4. Southwest Corridor. Railroad service to Back Bay via 
Forest Hills will be discontinued for a minimum of four years if 
the "preferred alternative" of the state Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction (EOTC) prevails as the final choice 
of the Frederick R. Harris Co., consultants for the project of 
relocating the Orange Line of the T from the elevated line along 
Washington Street to the Penn-Central Main Line right-of-way. The 
Board has played the role of monitoring the planning process, ad- 
vising the Selectmen on issues and assisting the Selectmen in 
establishing a consortium of communities served by Main Line and 
Franklin branch trains. Meetings with the Secretary of EOTC were 
arranged in October and a regional Selectmen's meeting held two 
weeks later. A petition adopted by most of the towns in the area 
has been sent to UMTA (U.S. Urban Mass Transportation Agency) and 
state and regional planners. The objectives of the towns to pre- 
serve uninterrupted service to Back Bay and avoid extraordinarily 
expensive capital improvements which do not result in substan- 
tially increased transportation services are consistent with those 
of the federal government which would supply 80% of the capital 
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funds for the project. It is therefore possible that this view 
will prevail. This will be an objective of the Board for next 
calendar year. 


5. MBTA Advisory Board backup was provided through the 
Board. Harold Stubbs served in that capacity for the June 27 
meeting of the Board. 


REGIONAL REFUSE DISPOSAL PLANNING COMMITTEE

The Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Committee along with 
Similar committees from Dover, Medfield, Medway, Millis, Norfolk, 
Norwood, Walpole, Westwood and Wrentham formed the Southwest 
Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Board on March 7, 1973. 
Chandler W. Jones of Sharon was elected Chairman of the Regional 
Board. This board has met regularly and has studied various 
methods of meeting the solid waste disposal needs of the towns) 
involved. The board studied in detail the engineering report of 
a solid waste management master plan for Norfolk County as pre- 
pared by Camp Dresser & McKee and dated July 1974. Funds for 
this study had been appropriated previously by the Legislature. 


A Senate bill introduced for the 1974 session of the Legis- 
lature on behalf of the Norfolk County Commissioners to implement 
the plan did not provide suitable control by the towns that would 
participate in the solid waste disposal plan. Therefore it was 
not backed by our Regional Planning Board, and was not passed by 
the Legislature. 


A new bill, Senate No. 381, introduced for the 1975 session 
of the Legislature had been drafted to include all of the recom- 
mendations of the Regional Board and therefore it was agreed 
that it would be in the best interest of the ten towns involved 
to support the County plan. 


The Regional Board appeared before the Joint Committee on 
Counties on February 12, 1975, and presented a statement in favor 
of the bill. The bill was reported out of the committee favor- 
ably as House No. 5856. The bill was approved by the Legislature 
and sent to the Governor on the last day of the year. Laurence 
Buxbaum, our Representative, deserves a great deal of credit for 
his part in getting the bill through the Legislature. 


However, members of the Governor's staff and department 
heads recommended against signing the bill and, therefore, it 
was pocket vetoed by the Governor. 


The Regional Board has not met since the pocket veto so what 
course of action to follow has not been decided.

The past year saw the transition from construction of build- 
ings at 18 Hixson Farm Road, to the beehive of activity engender- 
ed by total occupancy of the 64 apartments. Early in 1975 final 
inspections and acceptance of the construction by the Sharon 
Housing Authority (SHA) cleared the way for occupancy. Tenants 
began moving in before the end of February and 100% occupancy 
was achieved in early April. State regulations permitted (based 
on the number of apartments) having a part-time Executive Dir- 
ector for administration of the complex and a part-time mainten- 
ance, repair, and grounds person. We were fortunate to obtain 
the services of two experienced and dedicated as well as capable 
people, both residents of Sharon. Marilyn C. Turley became 
Executive Director and Charles W. Garnhum took the responsibility 
for building maintenance and grounds work. 


Over 100 applicants were screened and interviewed by the SHA 
to select the occupants for the apartments. Because it is a 
state-financed project there are no residence requirements. Most 
applicants were from the Greater Boston area, although a few were 
from outside the state. Eligibility requirements are U. S. citi- 
zenship, at least 65 years of age, total assets under $10,000 and 
income not over $3,500 per year for a single person or $4,000 for 
couples. Inflation may increase these amounts. 


Activities in the April-June period were varied and related 
to settling in, getting acquainted with neighbors and the whole 
operation. The Sharon Public Library agreed to establish a rotat- 
ing collection of suitable reading material at the Community 
Building; Dave Clifton arranged busing for the tenants to Commun- 
nity Center affairs, to shopping areas, and the Senior Citizens' 
group invited those interested to join them on bus trips to inter- 
esting locations. Spring fever set in early and tenants planted 
flower beds near the apartment buildings while others looked 
for larger areas for vegetable gardens. Land between the apart- 
ments and the brook was plowed and fertilized and excellent 
gardens were prepared. Several tenants joined forces and made 
draperies for the windows in the Community Building which was 
gradually being furnished for reading, chatting, or playing cards. 


Many town groups and individuals donated materials or ser- 
vices to help get the tenants ready to pursue their interests. 
The Sharon Rotary Club donated a 75-cup coffee maker for the Com- 
munity Building; the Intermediate School students raised and 
donated $75.00 for plantings which the Garden Club volunteered to 
help select; the Recreation Department offered to have craft 
classes of various types. A fine spirit of cooperation among 
tenants and between tenants and town-organized activities developed 
while the varied talents of different tenants unfolded continuously. 


In August, the official dedication of the project was held . 
with the unveiling of the permanent plaque in the Community Building 
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which sets forth the thumbnail story of people involved in the 


project. The tenants served 


coffee and homemade pastries to the 


assembled guests and fellow tenants, and handled the cleanup 
afterward. Chairman Lew gave a capsule summary of the project 
and its development. Representatives of the Governor's office, 


members of the Department of 


Community Affairs (DCA), our state 


representative and various town officials were present. Brief 
comments were offered by each. 


During the latter part of the year at the urging of the 
League of Women Voters, registration of voters was held at the 
Community Building by a representative from the Town Clerk's 


office. Eighteen new voters 


were registered. The Board of 


Health initiated a health clinic for all Senior Citizens at the 
Community Building checking such vital indicators as blood pres- 
sure, general physical condition and accepting specimens for 


analysis. 


In the twelve months since the initial tenants accepted 
leases for the apartments, there has been a minimal turnover.

The Industrial Commission takes pride in the fact that since 
its inception in 1963 it has quietly brought over $5 million in 
industrial development to the Sharon tax rolls and $1 million 
dollars in revenue. Recognizing the residential character of the 
town, the Commission has proceeded carefully to bring to the com- 
munity modern, clean, light and aesthetically landscaped industry 
ranging from sophisticated medical electronics, environmental 
protection devices, to clean warehousing of automobile parts and 
instruments. 


During the year the Commission successfully held it's fourth 
in a series of biannuel Industrial Banquets at the Electrodyne 
facility on Route 1, bringing together developers, land owners, 
banking interests, town officials, and prospective industry. 


The Commission's sponsorship of a modification to the present 
Industrial Zoning By-Laws to allow truck service and sales was 
overwhelmingly approved by vote of the 1974 Annual Town Meeting. 
As a result, Brodie, Inc. will construct a new facility in Sharon 
which will add approximately $400,000 in assessed value to the 
town. 


The coming year will be an important one for the Commission. 
Results of the recent Brochure/Questionnaire sent to all voters 
will determine the status of the Commission and Industrial devel- 
opment in Sharon. A fundamental decision will be made whether to 
reorganize the board and take on a low profile or to aggressively 
seek more industry and to go to the 1977 Annual Town Meeting with 
an article for the enlargement of the industrial area. 


The Commission believes Sharon is a community which should 
have a proper balance of residential homes, greenbelt area, and 
industry. At the present time the IDC is working toward this 
goal by recommending that the land area of the town now devoted 
to industry be increased from 1% to 2%.

As in past years, one of the principal duties of this De- 
partment in 1975 was to provide engineering services and assist- 
ance to the Department of Public Works for the many construction 
and maintenance projects performed by them during the year. 
Examples of these services are underground utility locations and 
profile elevations for all drainage and culvert work, both in the 
design stage and then again during construction. Street line 
locations and grades were furnished for the start of a new side- 
walk along Massapoag Avenue, between Capen Hill Road and the 
Chapter 90 project near Gorwin Drive. Slope easements were also 
obtained from many of the land owners in this section and also 
within the State Chapter 90 section to allow adjustment of the 
grades of their land to meet the grades of the new construction. 
We also provided line and grades on the two street reconstruction 
projects performed by the D.P.W. this year, namely, East Foxboro 
Street and Edgehill Road. Street line locations were provided 
to the water division at various locations so that hydrants and 
curb box shut-offs could be placed in their proper locations. 
Many other services of a somewhat lesser nature, but nevertheless 
time-consuming, were provided to the D.P.W. as requested. 


In addition to the work performed for the D.P.W., plans and 
specifications for public bidding were drawn up for the extension 
of the Town water system in East Foxboro Street to serve the new 
well behind the Broken Wheel Ranch and in Canton and Richards 
Streets to connect two dead end mains and improve the water circu- 
lation in the area. This contract consisted of (5,570) seen 
12 in. and 8 in. ductile iron water main with the related fit- 
tings, valves and hydrants. It attracted 20 bidders with the low 
bid being in the amount of $95,866 by the Thomas A. Lyman Co., 
Inc. of Canton and the highest being $140,121. This project was 
completed in early fall and was performed in a fine workmanlike 
manner by the contractor. 


In conjunction with the Executive Secretary and the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, proposals were received and interviews 
were held with five consulting engineers regarding the design 
contract for the East Foxboro Street gravel packed well and pump- 
ing station. 


M. Anthony Lally, Consulting Environmental Engineer, was 
selected to prepare the specifications. Three bids were received 
for the gravel packed well and the Layne-New England Co. Inc., 
was the low bidder at $30,575. This well has been installed and 
it appears to be even better than anticipated with an apparent 
capacity of between 800,000 and 900,000 gallons per day. The 
plans and specifications for the pumping station and the related 
equipment are under way and bids are expected to be received in 
the first part of 1976 so that construction may be started as 
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soon as possible in the spring. 


The Board of Health duties performed this year were up from 
last year, as they relate to the Town Engineer's time spent on 
both inspection and plan review of Board of Health problems. [In 
this regard, applications and plans for the construction of 167 
subsurface sewage disposal systems were reviewed. This process 
requires a visit to the site, sometimes observation of percola- 
tion tests and test pits, along with the paper work of plan re- 
view and approval. This was an increase of about 35% from last 
year's number. Of this amount, 113 were for new home construc- 
tion and 54 were for corrective additions to existing systems. 
This increase was primarily in the area of new home construction 
where Sharon seemed to be going in the opposite direction from 
the national trend, which is for a decrease in new home building. 
The construction of 152 sewage disposal systems were inspected 
and approved to verify their compliance with the approved plans 
and the state and local sanitary codes. We also investigated 
numerous violation complaints for the Board of Health and recom- 
mended corrective action and/or cease and desist citations to 
the violators as necessary. 


Another very important and time-consuming function of the 
Department is in conjunction with the Planning Board and new sub- 
division developments. This year there were engineering reports 
and recommendations presented to the Planning Board on only 7 
subdivision plans, both preliminary and definitive, totalling 
about 150 lots. These reports, with recommendations for both 
design and construction improvements, involve both field recon- 
naissance and detailed plan evaluation. In this the planning 
stage, the Town did follow the national trend with a decrease in 
subdivision activity. The few subdivisions that were filed have 
all been filed in the latter part of the year which may indicate 
a reversal of this trend for 1976. 


The inspection and approval of new road and utility construc- 
tion in nine different subdivisions, having an estimated value of 
about $225,000 was also performed. This again was a reflection 
of the downward trend in construction. This inspection is of the 
utmost importance, as improper construction of streets would re- 
quire large maintenance expenditures by the Town in the future. 
Various other reports, maps and sketches were prepared for dis- 
cussion by the Board in conjunction with zoning, planning studies 
and other related problems. The Town Engineer also attends all 
Planning Board meetings and acts as their agent for signing rou- 
tine non-subdivision plans for recording purposes. In 1975 22 
such plans were reviewed and endorsed. 


The Board of Selectmen and the Executive Secretary required 
a large portion of the Departments' time by requesting advice, 
comments and investigations of the many citizen complaints and 
problems of town management occurring during a year. One of the 
special areas of concern this year was the continued evaluation 
of the Sacred Heart property, for which many prints, plans and 
sketches were provided. 


Engineering advice and recommendations were furnished to all 
other Town departments as requested. For example: the Zoning 
Board of Appeal on Cluster Subdivision and Site Plan Approval 
hearings; the Conservation Commission on “Hatch Act" or wetland

filling projects; the Board of Assessors, through the up-dating 
of their Assessors' plans, and the Warrant Committee with plans, 
cost estimates and sketches on Town Meeting articles. 


We have on file in our office many records and survey plans 
which are items of public record and therefore, of interest to 
builders, realtors, engineers, surveyors, lawyers and of course, 
the property owner himself. Therefore, in the course of a year, 
considerable time is spent reviewing and assisting the public 
in obtaining this information. Another time-consuming and res- 
ponsible function of our Secretary/Clerk is that of fee collec- 
tion and bookkeeping. We collect all the plumbing, gas, electri- 
cal, building, and Board of Health sewage disposal fees. We also 
collect fees for the sale of Zoning maps, Zoning By-laws, Plan- 
ning Board Rules and Regulations, and Building Codes. [In 1975, 
the total of all fees collected by this Department’ amounted to 
$20,897.25. We also collected and processed for the Planning 
Board, $515 in filing fees for the definitive subdivision plans. 


In September, Edward F. Sweeney, Land Surveyor, who had been 
with the Department since its inception in 1968 and prior to that 
with the Department of Public Works, retired. We want to wish 
Ed the best of luck in his retirement and thank him again for his 
years of service to the Department and the Town.

Total building permits issued in all categories for 1975 was 
322 for a builders estimated cost of $3,785,711 compared with 312 
permits at a builders estimated cost of $2,764,319 for 1974.

Fees for building, plumbing, wiring and gas permits collected 
in 1975 amounted to $16,163.00 and were turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. 


In spite of the economy being poor and building starts in 
other towns down from previous years, more permits for single 
residences were issued this past year than in the preceeding 10 
years in Sharon. Areas with the most activity were, Sherwood 
Circle, Wolomolopoag Street, Foxfire Drive, Rhodes Avenue and 
Bishop Road. 


One builder, in conjunction with Bay State Gas Co., is erec- 
ting a gas assisted solar heated house and another builder has 
started an ecology house. 


In the light industrial zone on Route 1, a permit was issued 
for a 15,000 sq. ft. warehouse and another to erect a 23,250 sq. 
ft. warehouse/distribution facility for fork lifts. 


This past January a new mandatory state-wide building code 
became effective with many changes and some deviations from pre- 
viously accepted practice. In conjunction with this new code, 
there was transferred to the local inspectors all the duties and 
responsibilities that had previously been under the control of 
the State Department of Public Safety. 


Included were public and private schools, places of worship, 
nursing homes, theater bars, night clubs, private clubs, motels, 
restaurant and other public buildings. At least one inspection 
per year is required and in some instances, two. Certificates of 
Occupancy have to be issued to the owners or occupants, some an- 
nually and others for up to five years. This department has in- 
herited more than 50 of these required inspections. Time re- 
quired for these individual inspections varies from an hour to 
more than two hours, depending on the complexity of the structure. 


In addition to these, the building code now requires that 
any multi-family structure containing more than two living units 
also requires an annual inspection and certificate of occupancy 
issued every five years. Buildings of this nature recently con- 
structed, conform fairly well to the current code and require 
little time for the required annual inspection. Older buildings 
in this category require more time, additional inspections, 
notices of violations, and physical checks for compliance. There 
are quite a few structures of this type in existence here and 
most of them have never been inspected as now required. These 
will be inspected as time allows. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS

The Department of Public Works had an interesting and pro- 
ductive year; many construction and maintenance projects were 
completed. Most of these were accomplished with Town forces 
while some specialized work and major construction projects were 
let out to contract. Major projects are noted in the Divisional 
Reports. 


The Department of Public Works, being a service unit, is 
requested to perform many and various tasks in the course of a 
year. Some of these requests are of an urgent nature and are re- 
lated to the rapid expansion of the Town. Developments are being 
built adjacent to the more rural streets. This greatly increases 
the volume of traffic and requests are soon received for upgrad- 
ing the feeder streets. Safety is of great concern to the Depart- 
ment and also to the new residents, who in some cases move from 
larger towns and cities where they are accustomed to traveling on 
wider pavements with unimpaired sight distances. Residents moving 
into these new developments constructed under the Planning Board 
Rules and Regulations for Subdivisions feel that the feeder roads 
should at least meet these standards. The Department tries- to 
keep abreast of these situations, and in many cases, start the im- 
provements before any requests are received. These improvements 
are done over a period of time and include drainage, water mains, 
additional hydrants (if necessary), straightening of the roadway, 
the changing of grade for better sight distance and the elimina- 
tion of water pockets, resurfacing and assuring approximately 5' 
Clearing along either side of the road where snow may be pushed 
during the plowing operations. These cleared areas also give ped- 
estrians and youngsters on bicycles a place to step onto to pre- 
vent being injured by an inconsiderate driver. These projects are 
purely improvement projects not meeting the minimum standards for 
road construction as set forth by the Planning Board and are done 
by the Department as time permits and in between the normal main- 
tenance projects. 


WATER DIVISION Frederick C. Braaunets, Supervisor 
Bernard Moon, Foreman 


The Water Division experienced a busy year with the expansion 
of the system, improvements to the pumping facilities, maintenance 
work in general. As the system expands, more time has to be devot- 
ed to inspections, testing and purification of the new installa- 
tions. 


The Department was saddened by the passing of it's water tech- 
nician and meter man, John Mitchell. John, being the congenial 
man that he was, made many friends throughout the Town and will be 
missed by all who made his acquaintance. 


Major construction projects included the installation of 
3,745 ft. of 12 in. pipe on East Foxboro Street which extended the 


water main out to the new pumping station off Wolomolopoag Street; 
1,055 ft. of 12 in. pipe on Richards Avenue and 400 ft. o 12 in. 
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pipe on Canton Street to complete the loop between Richards 
Avenue and Canton Street; 40 ft. of 8 in. pipe and insulation 
over the rebuilt Maskwonicut Street railroad bridge: 940 ft. of 
8 in. pipe on Sherwood Circle; 3,400 ft. of 8 in. pipe on 
Foxfire , Barefoot Hill, and Samoset Streets; 516 ft. of 8 in. 
installed on Foxhollow Road. The servicing of Foxfire, Barefoot 
Hill, Samoset and Foxhollow was made possible by the installation 
on5,5600) ft of i2) in. water*main;), one '8 in. and eight 12) in. 
gates; 8 hydrants and gates on Wolomolopoag Street and 800 ft. 
of water main, two 8 in. and three 12 in. gates; 2 hydrants and 
gates on Furnace Street. It appears now that the Wolomolopoag 
Street water main will be extended from it's present terminus 

to Chase Road (formerly Mohawk Street) next year and this will 
leave a relatively short distance to complete the tie in with 
the East Foxboro Street main, thus completing another most de- 
Sired loop. 


Maintenance projects included repairs to six broken house 
services. Eight water main failures were located and repaired. 
Six hydrants were hit by cars and required repairing or replac- 
ing. Three 8 in. gates had to be excavated and repaired. Non- 
registering meters were removed and overhauled. Valves at two 
tanks were overhauled; an additional 10 in. gate was installed 
in the Massapoag Avenue main; 100 new meters were installed. 
Routine maintenance of all pumping stations was performed. The 
Upland Road tank was drained and the final inspection made of 
last year's painting. The Massapoag Avenue tank was also drained, 
cleaned, painted internally, chlorinated and the outer surface was 
primed. The finish will be applied to the outside of the tank 
next Spring. 


The program of installing outside water meter registers was 
continued with 194 installations. More and more requests are 
being received for these installations as the frequency of house 
breaks increases and the residents become suspicious of anyone 
knocking on their doors., These installations are not only help- 
ful to the Department by saving time and reducing accidents to 
the meter reader, who has to sometimes crawl into dark areas to 
get his reading, but also they eliminate the need of disturbing 
the home owner to obtain a reading. 


FORESTRY C. Fred Wikliams, Tree Warden 
James R. Leighton, Deputy Tree Warden 


The program most beneficial to the home owner, the beautifi- 
cation of the Town, and most satisfying to all involved, is the 
planting and maintenance of roadside trees by the Department. 

This year the maintenance progran was greatly assisted by the 
Boston Edison Company and the New England Telephone Company who 
jointly entered into a contract for line clearance work, and re- 
moved not only limbs too close to the lines that would cause fail- 
ures during wind and ice storms, but removed all dead wood that 
could fall and injure pedestrians and damage vehicles. The Depart- 
ment worked on 22 streets pruning and removing dead wood where no 
wires were involved. 


Once again, more trees were planted than had to be removed. 


There were 141 various types of trees planted on 51 different 
streets throughout the Town. The Department removed 42 trees, 
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Boston Edison removed 20 dead or dying trees involved with wires, 
72 Dutch Elm Diseased trees were removed by Town forces with an 
eight-day assist from the Massachusetts Department of Natural 
Resources crew. 


Skyworkers and climbers were used to remove the trees and a 
stump machine was used to remove 65 stumps. 


Insect control was accomplished by a dormant and foliage 
spray on the elm trees, mist blowers and hydraulic sprayers were 
used to control the eastern tent caterpillar and other insects, 
and a spray applied by helicopter was used to control the gypsy 
moths. The Norfolk County Mosquito Control personnel, under the 
direction of Superintendent, Albert Heuser, were very cooperative, 
spraying and treating when necessary and also opening up several 
ditches where complaints had been received.

The Highway Division personnel, in addition to their own 
scheduled maintenance and construction programs, are called upon 
by most other Town departments, boards, commissions, etc., to work 
On special projects. In the past year these included designing, 
manufacturing and assembling the standard for the new football 
scoreboard at the Junior High School. This project included all 
trenching, backfilling, loaming and seeding, locating buried 
cables and erecting the scoreboard itself. A parking area was 
enlarged and covered with bituminous mix for the School Department 
and existing berms repaired. Clearing work was completed for the 
Bicentennial Committee at their park site off Old Post Road and 
Signs were assembled and erected at several locations throughout 
the Town. Many projects were completed for the Recreation Depart- 
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ment together with manufacturing their many signs and servicing 
their vehicles. An area was prepared at the Deborah Sampson Park 
Land on East Foxboro Street for the people interested in garden- 
ing, with mulch being trucked from the Town's stockpile on 
Mountain Street and fertilizer from a farm in Easton. This Divi- 
Sion also worked with the Water Division on water main breaks, 
new services and numerous other maintenance problems. They also 
prepared a roadway to the new well site, cleared the area of the 
well site and hauled enough gravel to bring the site up to a 
reasonable grade for the placement of the new pumping station. 


Inflation has affected all operations of Public Works, but 
there is one area where every person in Town is affected and is 
asked to cooperate with the Department. This pertains to the 
erection and maintenance of all types of signs including street 
name Signs. Vandalism in this area is high and the materials 
used are very costly. Many are not only defaced but are stolen 
and have to be replaced. If everyone would impress upon the 
young people how expensive these materials are, how important it 
is during emergency situations to have street name signs in 
place and how the removal of warning signs can cause serious 
accidents, maybe the costs of this operation could be reduced. 


Two improvements in safety and the flow of traffic were 
accomplished this year by making Gannett Terrace one way in an 
effort to reduce the number of accidents on the two blind curves. 
A temporary island was installed on Pond Street at Post Office 
Square allowing the STOP sign to be moved up to the entrance to 
Billings Street. This seems to be working well and a permanent 
island will be installed in the spring. 


Road improvement projects were started on East Foxboro Street 
and Edge Hill Road. The location of a new well site on East 
Foxboro necessitated the extension of the water main from the 
terminus to the new pumping station and permitted the new develop- 
ments to be connected to the new main for better circulation. 

The new developments off East Foxboro Street also made it neces- 
sary for the Boston Edison Company to increase their power supply, 
and this required new pole locations and new poles. New street 
lights have been ordered and will also be installed as part of 
the new construction. Due to these construction projects and the 
additional traffic being generated by the new developments, the 
Department is straightening, widening, improving drainage systems, 
increasing sight distances and will resurface the traveled way. 
Edge Hill Road, having a high record of accidents on the hill in 
the vicinity of Tiot Street, was also straightened, and a new 
drainage system installed, eliminating icing conditions during 
the winter months. This was a most difficult area to work due to 
the amount of run off, ledge conditions, a high voltage under- 
ground Edison system, a large gas main and a water main that may 
be easily destroyed by digging or blasting. A large amount of 
fidi had) to be, placedsat..the. foot of: the,hill, to bring the road- 
way up to grade, and this has been left over the winter months for 
compaction purposes. It is planned to complete the grading, sur- 
facing and landscaping of this area, weather permitting, in the 
spring. 


There were several changes at the Sanitary Landfill site, 


including the removal of the office building by fire, which was 
set by vandals: the expansion of the dumping area, and a new 
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building to house the equipment. This was necessary to be in 
compliance with the requirements of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. 


Recycling is continuing at both the Highway Division Garage 
location and at the Sanitary Landfill site. Composting is also 
a continuing operation at the Landfill site and the compost is 
free to all residents who wish to help themselves. 


The acquisition of the Sacred Heart School added further 
time-consuming problems as most public buildings, other than 
schools, are the responsibility of the Public Works Department. 
Vandals from time to time broke into the buildings, causing 
internal damage and also causing many sheets of window glass to 
be replaced. A contract was awarded for the demolition of the 
older school building and this area is gradually being filled 
and graded so that it may be used as a parking area. A new 
building was also erected at the Massapoag Avenue water tank 
location to house a repeater station for the Town's new and im- 
proved radio system. 


During the year, the standby men receive many calls after 
hours to remove dead animals from the roadways. This year they 
were called upon to remove 50 dogs, 48 cats, 20 opossums, 8 rac- 
coons, 21 fowl, 1 goat, 1 cow, 11 rabbits, 2 muskrats and 1 wood- 
chuck. 


Some of the other more important projects included the com- 
plete rebuilding of walks and resurfacing of the roadways on 
Roberta Road and Gorwin Drive. The widening of Massapoag Avenue 
from Capen Hill Road to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works construction project near Gorwin Drive was started and will 
continue in the spring. This is being done in a combined effort 
with the Massachusetts Department of Public Works so that the 
width of roadway will be the same throughout the construction 
area and the sidewalk will be continuous from Post Office Square 
to the terminus of the construction project in the vicinity of 
the water tank. 


Resurfacing was accomplished on 21 streets, some receiving 
a stone and liquid seal while others received bituminous mixes. 
This winter being so severe has caused many surface failures and 
shows the need for an extensive program to be carried on when 
weather permits in the spring.

The Sharon Recreation Committee is a body of appointed lay- 
men serving in an advisory capacity to the Board of Selectmen 
regarding all town sponsored recreation and leisure time activi- 
ties. The Committee usually represents the views of the various 
age groups as well as the different recreational needs within the 
community. Regular meetings are held on the first Tuesday of 
each month at the Sharon Community Center unless special meetings 
are called by the Recreation Director.

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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL~TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


JAMES J. LEONARD, REPRESENTATIVE 


This year I was elected chairman of the School Committee for 
the Southeastern Regional Vocational-Technical School District. 
I am also serving as chairman of the negotiating sub-committee to 
work out a contract with the teachers. At press time we are in 
fact-finding with the union after many meetings during the year. 
We can only hope it ends well for all concerned, especially the 
students. 


I completed a second term as President of the Mass. Council 
for V-T Education, this Council being made up of a group of pri- 
vate citizens with a sincere interest in developing better voca- 
tional education for the state. I am now on‘the executive board 
of that organization. 


The new addition to the building is coming along nicely with 
the work being about 80% completed. It is expected to be ready 
for use in September, 1976, and will allow us to accommodate 400 
more students. 


Satellite schools continue to be an integral part of the 
program at Southeastern, and those in Foxboro, Canton and Stough- 
ton are being used to near capacity throughout the school day. 


The evening school is designed for indentured apprentices in 
the electrical, plumbing, carpentry, masonry, machine repair and 
diversified areas. Other programs open to interested persons of 
the District include automotive minor service and repair; draft- 
ing and blueprint reading; national electrical code; machine shop; 
typing; woodworking; welding; keypunch; and introduction to data 
processing. 


An auto mechanic program, designed for late afternoon ses- 
sions, is offered to high school seniors of the district high 
schools plus any other interested citizens. In addition to the 
woodworking program, a carpentry course similar to the day school 
program has been introduced on a sequential basis. Thirty hours 
per semester will be offered for a total of 480 hours of instruc- 
tion. It is expected that 1,000 people will have been served by 
the evening school activities. 


Mr. Magner, Director of the Technical Institute and of the 
evening school, is investigating possibilities of new courses for 
evening and will shortly report to the sub-committee on his pro- 
gress. We hope to have some new courses coming out of this ef- 
De Tit 


With the increased concern for students with special needs, 
it seemed appropriate for Southeastern to join with Bristol- 
Plymouth and Old Colony Regional Districts to form a collaborative 
so the services could be applied to students with special needs on 
a broader basis with a savings in costs. The collaborative con- 
sists of teachers and other specialists who move from one district

school to another, providing help on different days of the week 
for individuals from the three school districts. 


One experimental program that Southeastern attempted during 
this year was to involve a group of senior students from the 
sending schools in a course of small engine repair. Held ina 
satellite school, it proved quite successful. The students in- 
volved all graduated from their sending high schools. 


An exciting Open House held at Southeastern in February, 
1975, provided an opportunity for people of the area to visit our 
school and see many and varied exhibits. 


During the summer, the resourcefulness of Southeastern was 
again shown when several of the student tradesmen, under the 
supervision of an instructor, renovated a section of the main 
school building and created additional classrooms. 


The field house, constructed adjacent to the school's foot- 
ball field, contains a laundry to take care of athletic equipment. 


The Data Processing Service Bureau enjoyed a slow but signi- 
ficant growth and continues to serve its member communities in 
providing data processing services for such things as payroll, 
budget accounting, etc. 


The one significant legislative event which took place in 
1975 was a reorganization of the State School Aid which had for 
Many years been provided to the communities which participated in 
a regional school district. The legislature, in an economy move, 
saw fit to change to a law which considerably reduced state aid 
for regional school districts and changed the method of its dis- 
ErIpucione: 


As in the past, Mr. Benoit, Sharon Jr. High School guidance 
director; Mr. O'Leary, of Southeastern, and your representative 
have worked even into the summer to get as many students as pos- 
sible from Sharon into the school. We now have 83 students there, 
and with the new addition will have more spots for Sharon pupils. 
We will continue to do our utmost to fill our quota.

BUDGET 


The year 1975 was marked again by sharp focus on the school 
budget. Stringent control on budget growth was deemed necessary 
in view of the studied status of the financial condition of the 
Town of Sharon. Following lengthy deliberations, a budget was 
adopted which resulted in staff reductions, including some pro- 
gram reductions and deletions. These actions were received by 
some townspeople, staff, and students with demonstrated concern. 


Plans were made to eliminate ten staff positions. These in- 
cluded seven elementary and secondary classroom teachers, one 
part-time music teacher, one human adjustment counselor, both at 
Sharon Junior High School, and one administrative assistant at 
Sharon High School. Student course selections at Sharon High 
School, and program needs in all schools resulted in the final 
reduction of eight staff members. 


A decline in the enrollment at the elementary level indi- 
cated a need for two fewer teachers. This elimination was accom- 
plished by one teacher resignation and one teacher retirement. 
Program reduction and elimination accounted for the other six 
positions being discontinued. The educational impact of the pro- 
gram alternatives established to implement some of the staff re- 
ductions has been and is a subject of review. 


Our budget deliberations forced us to continue to delay 
needed maintenance activities. This practice cannot continue, 
particularly if the delay becomes one of too-great duration. 
This results in total plant deterioration and adds costs result- 
ing from more work needed at inflated costs. 


The impact of compliance with Chapter 71B of the General 
Laws (better known as Chapter 766) continues to be one of great 
concern in the budget deliberations. Not only are we concerned 
with the growth in this area, but we are also concerned that the 
whole area of reimbursement from the Commonwealth is still not 
clear. As this is written, we are expecting an audit from the 
Commonwealth, at our request. We do not agree with the actual 
reimbursement which has been indicated for the 1975 fiscal year. 


In a budget where such a large proportion is not subject to 
our unilateral control, it is becoming extremely difficult to 
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make available the resources required to deliver the necessary 
services. We have taken initial steps to examine our budget on 

a programmatic basis. A Budget Analysis Committee of citizen 
volunteers has started a process to enable us to examine our bud- 
get on the basis of program costs. It is hoped that this effort 
may help in providing more effective budget controls and also in 
developing a better understanding of our budget by the towns- 
people. 


ENROLLMENT 


On October 1, 1975, our student population was 3,498. This 
total represented a total decrease of 47 students. Our K-6 total 
was down 60 students. Grades seven and eight showed an increase 
of eight students, and Sharon High School had an increase of five 
students over the figures for October 1, 1974. 


Because of this decline in enrollment, it was decided to 
discontinue the use of a very small classroom at the Heights 
Elementary School for a kindergarten class. Some minor redis- 
tricting permitted the room designed for kindergarten classes at 
the Heights Elementary School to be used for two sections. Both 
kindergarten rooms at the Cottage Street School are used for 
four half-day kindergarten sessions. At the East Elementary 
School, we maintained the three half-day kindergarten sessions, 
exclusive of the Alternative School kindergarten session. 


INSTRUCTIONAL SPACES 


Adequate instructional space continues to be a problem in 
specialized areas at Sharon High School. The small decline in 
enrollment there may not provide sufficient space for the needs 
there. We continue to look for better utilization of existing 
Spaces at Sharon High School without becoming involved with large 
capital outlay costs. 


The need for additional adequate space in our schools to 
serve children with special needs continues to be a source of 
concern. We shall continue to try to devise ways of providing 
such spaces, again, without large capital outlay expenditures. 


CURRICULUM 


The curriculum recommendations for Grades 1-4 of the Social 
Studies Committee were adopted. As a result of teacher workshops, 
this program is in operation in our schools. 


The Science Committee concluded its intensive study and made 
recommendations for a new science program in Grades K-6. The 
recommendations were adopted for inclusion in the elementary 
schools. This new program is being phased in as a result of 
teacher training through our teacher workshop program. 


The Science Committee will begin to study the curriculum at 
Sharon Junior High in order to assess the effectiveness of our 
programs there. This study will follow the report of the recently 
conducted evaluation of Sharon Junior High School by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges. 
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In October, 1975, Sharon Junior High School had its self- 
evaluation examined by a visiting committee from the NEASC. This 
was the culmination of a lengthy self-study by our own staff. As 
soon as the Visiting Committee Report is reviewed by the Junior 
High staff there will be a review of this report by the School 
Committee. It is expected that this report will identify 
strengths and weaknesses of our programs at that school. 


Sharon High School has begun its preliminary organization 
for its self-evaluation and subsequent visiting committee acti- 
vity. 


This continued study, examination and evaluation are impor- 
tant segments of our efforts to assess the quality of the educa- 
tional programs offered in Sharon. 


STAFF CHANGES 


On February 10, 1975, James J. Dowd became the Superintend- 
ent of Schools. During this year he has been involved in an 
examination of our school programs, school organization, and 
staff needs. 


At the close of the school year, two valued members of our 
staff elected to retire. Mrs. Louise Pascoe, of the Intermediate 
School staff, retired after 25 years of service in teaching, 23 
of these years were in the service of the youth of Sharon. Mrs. 
Florence Tingley, School Nurse, retired after 20 years of dedi- 
cated service in the Sharon Public Schools. The School Committee 
extended warm wishes for a happy and healthy retirement to these 
two fine ladies. 


The school year 1975-1976 was begun with 205 members of the 
teaching staff. Seven positions were eliminated; two at the ele- 
mentary level, three at the junior high level, and two at the 
high school level. In addition to these reductions, the position 
of Administrative Assistant at Sharon High School was eliminated. 
One additional position of a full-time counselor at the Intermed- 
iate School was established. 


For the past few years, we have operated with one School 
Psychologist. The demand for needed services in this area re- 
sulted in a decision to add an additional School Psychologist. 
We now have one School Psychologist assigned primarily to the 
elementary schools, and one School Psychologist assigned primar- 
ily to the junior high school and senior high school. Both of 
these positions are necessary in order to provide services re- 
quired, primarily for children with special needs. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


At the Annual Town Election, Mrs. Jane Edmonds was re-elected 
to serve for a second term. Dr. Lucille Lurie, who had given 
three years of valuable service on the School Committee, declined 
to be a candidate for a second term. Mrs. Corrine Hershman was 
elected to serve as a new member of the Committee. 


As a non-voting member of the Committee, Miss Clista Dow 
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continued to serve as a representative of the Sharon Teachers 
Association. 


John Chapman, who had served as the non-voting Student 
Representative, was replaced by Miss Nadine Abbott. 


The Committee and various Sub-Committees met ninety (90) 
times during the year. Budget considerations, curriculum re- 
ports, policies, compliance with various statutes, and negotia- 
tions were major topics of concern. 


During the course of the negotiations with the Sharon 
Teachers' Association, agreement was reached on a plan to assign 
teachers. at Sharon High School to a number of study-hall assign- 
ments. It is our belief that this arrangement has made for an 
improved organizational structure as well as resulting in some 
reduction in the cost of operations. 


This report does not attempt to detail the many and varied 
activities of the School Committee. It is intended to comment, 
briefly, on the status of school enrollment, school staffing, 
and the major organizational considerations which were the 
subject of our deliberations. The statistical reports which 
follow detail enrollment figures and school costs. 


An invitation is again extended to townspeople to attend 


meetings, share your concerns, and in so doing, help us to im- 
prove the education for the children in the Sharon Public Schools.
